The sheriff to ld repo rters he felt 
"so mething sho u ld break to day .” He 
said he had a “hu nch.” 
"I find it difficu lt to see ho w any 
o ne perso n can absco nd with 26 
children and o ne adu lt bu s driv er and 
get away with it.” he said. 
Bates said his inv estigato rs fo u nd 
two sets o f tracks su perimpo sed o n

buildings 
are unsafe? 
A Mt. San Antonio College trustee 
wants 10 buildings containing more 
than 50 classrooms demolished 
because he claims they are “ un­ 
safe.” 
College officials say the replace­ 
ment cost of the buildings would run 
well in ex cess of $10 million. 
Trustee Robert Hutchinson say s he 
has been informed that there is con­ 
siderable dry rot and termite 
damage in the college’s one-story 
buildings — some nearly 30 y ears old 
— and he thinks they ought to be tom 
down. 
The rest of the college trustees 
hav e approv ed his request for a 
feasibility study on how safe the 
buildings are ami what can be done 
with them. 
But unless the report finds the 
buildings totally unsafe, Hutchin­ 
son’s proposal is bound to be 
rejected. 
Trustee Clifford Booth said that if 
any of those buildings can be used “ I 
personally hate to see them go " 
And Trustee William B. Temple 
declared that he felt tearing down 
the building would be most unwise 
“ There was a time when we 
needed a building we just went out 
and bought it.” he ex plained. 
‘ Money was rolling in. But times 
hav e changed. Construction costs 
hav e sky rocketed.” 
He said that if the buildings had 
not met standards of the state Div i­ 
sion of Architecture, they would 
hav e been tom down long ago. 
But Hutchinson recalled that there 
was an agreement 20 y ears ago that 
called for the replacement of those 
buildings with more modem ones as 
needed. 
He reacted sharply to a proposal 
that the board prov ide air condition­ 
ing in two rooms of those buildings 
nex t fall. 
“ I don’t want to spend any more 
money on these buildings.’’ he 
declared. “ The architect already has 
said the air conditioning sy stems in 
these buildings are not as efficient as 
the one in the new units. ” 
He asked that the core of the 
feasibility report include a surv ey by 
the college’s building inspector as to 
the condition of the buildings, and a 
recommendation on how to proceed 


Robbery turns 
into a great 
big nothing 


LOS ANGELES — The mood was tense. Almost as if 
something were happening. More than 30 Los Angeles 
bullet-proofed policemen and a throng of reporters and 
gawkers thought so too. 
It just went to show how something can happen if y ou 
think it is. 
The police officers, some clad in bulletproof v ests and 
toting shotguns, conv erged Thursday on a downtown 
printing firm after a report of an armed robbery , possibly 
with hostages taken. 
"There's two guy s holed up in there with some 
hostages,” said a by stander. 
But there weren’t. But ev ery body thought so. 
Tensed and crouching, dozens of officers from tfie 
Special Weapons and Tactics team pressed against the 
one-story brick walls of the Commercial and Stationery 
Printing Co., peering cautiously around the corners in an­ 
ticipation of gunfire. Finally , three policemen burst in­ 
side 
"I found him in an aisle in the store, ly ing face down,” 
said officer Larry McKinley . “ He had no gun that I know 
of.” 
With one alleged holdup man in custody , police dis­ 
cov ered that the two “ hostages” were just stationary 
store employ es who had gotten themselv es temporarily 
lost in the confusion. But another intruder remained in 
the building, they said. 
An attempt would be made to flush him out. 
The crowd grew. The gaggle of newsmen and 
photographers swelled to two or three dozen. Helicopters 
churned ov erhead as police poised for another run 
through the building. 
After a few tense moments, the officers emerged 
empty handed, and began to search the grounds for signs 
of the missing gunman. Suddenly , three or four of the of­ 
ficers whirled away from the building, guns drawn. 
Again, nothing 
"It was just a tack of wood falling ov er,” someone said. 
After searching the building three times, Lt. George 
Bennett announced that the so-called gunman, whose 
identity was not av ailable, apparently acted alone. The 
confusion had arisen from conflicting reports from 
witnesses and the entire incident was ov er, he said. 
Back at precinct headquarters, Sgt. Tony Morgan ex ­ 
plained the affair: 
"There was a robbery at a liquor store and at one point 
they thought there were hostages, then there weren’t. 
What it amounted to was a great big nothing.” 
Liquor store? 
“ I thought it was a liquor store,” Sgt. Morgan said, 
“ may be it wasn’t.” 


UC regents propose 
hike of student fees 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Univ er­ 
sity of California regents are ignor­ 
ing Gov . Edmund Brown Jr.’s objec­ 
tions and preparing to raise student 
fees throughout the nine-campus 
sy stem. 
A proposal endorsed by a regents’ 
commitee Thursday would raise the 
fees from the current $600 to $648 in 
the fall of 1977. and allow each 
campus to raise them another $45 in 
the nex t three y ears. 
The Finance Committee rec­ 
ommended the action to the full 
board despite a letter from a top 
Brown aide. Preble Stolz, urging 
them to limit the increase to cam­ 
puses that need it. 
The student presidents 
council 
and student regent Dary n Peeples 
took the same stand as the 
Democratic gov ernor. 


The same regents’ committee ap­ 
prov ed a proposed conflict-of- 
interest code for the univ ersity after 
UC President Dav id Sax on said he’d 
try to drop a prov ision that would 
limit the authority of teachers to as­ 
sign tex tbooks they ’d written. 


That prov ision would hav e re­ 
quired teachers to forego any profits 
from using their own books in their 
classes. The president of a teachers 
academic freedom committee said 
the subject was none of the state’s 
business. 


The conflict-of-interest code was 
criticized on other grounds by the 
American Federation of Teachers. It 
said the code wouldn't require the 
predominantly wealthy regents to 
disclose their stock holdings or cor­ 
porate ties.* 


The $48 increase would meet a 
deficit in UC’s registration fee, 
which hasn’t risen since 1968 The fee 
supports such student serv ices as 
health centers, counseling and in­ 
tramural sports. 
A UC official said Stolz, Brown's 
assistant for programs and policies, 
wrote that any fee increase "should 
be on a campus-by -campus basis.” 


The Brown aide also said campus 
fee increases should be subject to a 
regents’ v ote so students hav e input, 
reported UC Vice President Chester 
McCorkle. 
Sax on supported the uniform in­ 
crease, and also said he was 
negotiating with Brown for $9 million 
in additional state aid to av ert a 
further fee increase in the nex t three 
y ears.

Despite pleas from three 
property owners that their 
land had been reassessed 
71 per cent or higher, the 
Claremont City Council 
has refused to allow them 
to retain multiple-family 
2.000-square-foot zoning on 
their land. 
With the updating of the 
Historical Claremont ordi­ 
nance, the council Tues­ 
day night rezoned all 
property in the area to RM- 
4.000. 
That means that the lots 
of W illiam R . W ebb,

Gibbs, and Oliv er Batchel- 
ler can be dev eloped at 
only half the density they 
hav e been zoned at for 28 
v ears. 
The boundaries of the 
Historical Claremont Dis­ 
trict are the properties

The Ontario-Montclair school 
board Thursday night adopted a 
publication budget of $19,561,159 for 
the 1976-77 school year, projecting a 
tax increase of five cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation. This will bring the 
district tax rate to $2.93. 
The proposed budget presented to 
the board originally called for a tax 
increase of 33 cents, but after leng­ 
thy discussion the trustees voted to 
dip into the general reserve fund of 
$1,723,000 to meet the budget dem­ 


ands rather than accept the 33-cent 
incrp3S6 
Deputy Supt. George Duerr, in 
presenting the budget, pointed out 
that the District income is esti­ 
mated to be higher and the expense 
lower than noted in the tentative bud­ 
get adopted last month Senate Bill 
1641 will increase income by some 
$580,000; assessed valuation of the 
district has increased 8.57 per cent, 
instead of the previously estimated 
6 95 per cent, and estimated expendi­ 


tures for 1975-76 are down by 
$228,035. Expenses in the 1976-77 
budget show a $42,490 increase. 
As is his custom, board member 
Sam Di Giovanni was the watchdog 
on the expenditures. 
“ I think we should question this 33- 
cent tax increase/' he said. “ We still 
have enough money in the reserves 
fund to get by another year without 
increasing taxes I ’d like to try a 
budget with a no-tax raise 
Supt. Jack Jones warned the 


trustees that the budget as presented 
made no allowance for salary in­ 
crease for teachers and other 
employes 
The California School Employes 
A sso cia tio n 
(fo r 
c la s s ifie d 
employes) and the Ontario-Mont­ 
clair Teachers Association have 
presented proposals to the board that 
total more than $7 million. The only 
increase included in the publication 
budget is the annual 2.29 per cent 
increment. 


“ Within the budget there is no 
room for salary increases," Jones 
said. “ Taking funds from the res­ 
erves would bring the reserves down 
to $1 million.” 
The mention of salary increases 
brough the board close to the area of 
wage negotiations, a subject for 
executive (closed) session. 
Referring to the public and press. 
Di Giovanni said. “ Should we be 
talking in front of the children0 Is

o’clock?” 
Member Rose Kelber insisted that 
the district pass the five-cent tax in­ 
crease to pay for earthquake safety, 
an item which the District is obliga­ 
ted to pay each year. She moved the 
adoption of the publication budget 
slashed by $576,556, the amount the 
33-cent increase would have gen­ 
erated The measure was approved, 
4-1, with Di Giovanni voting no. 
“ The cut in the tax increase was 
not large enough,” he said 


Departing city 
manager projects 
Chino's future 


Chino officials will not allow “ anything dire to happen 
as a result of the city’s burgeoning growth, says City 
Manager Herman R. “ Bob 
Fast. 
Fast, who is leaving his job today after four years to ac­ 
cept the city manager’s position in West Covina, was 
cautious in an interview before his departure about 
predicting Chino’s future. 
He indicated the city will somehow be able to provide 
enough services to handle an increasing population. 
“ Anything dire could happen if you let it happen, but I 
don’t see how that would occur here 
City and county officials have been working to coor­ 
dinate proper planning in the area, and the growth hasn t 
reached a critical point yet. declared Fast. 
Financial problems have kept the city from providing 
certain services to residents, but they are being worked 
on, he noted. “ We really haven't gotten flood control off 
the ground here, and our regional approach to water and 
sewage is still in the infancy stage." 
Overall. Fast is pleased with his four years in Chino He 
is leaving for “ personal and professional 
reasons 
A former assistant city manager in West Covina. Fast 
lived there for 18 years. West Covina is a larger city than 
Chino and may provide some new challenges, he in­ 
dicated 
His salary at West Covina will be $36,000 a year, plus 
wages for prior service there. He will also receive mo\ 
mg expenses and a city car. Fast would be making $37,500 
if he staved in Chino. 
^ 
He wili be missed by Chino Mayor Bob McLeod and the 
City Council. They praise him for his work in obtaining a 
new Civic Center. 
Fast said the Civic Center was “ good and fine but he 
was also proud of other accomplishments. 
“ We mobilized capital improvements, such as in our 
water system. And the council supported the concept ot a 
professional management team 
Looking again to the future, Fast said Chino has a good 
opportunity” to balance its residential growth with in­ 
dustrial and commercial development. “ This already has 
begun. I don't feel there will b e a tax burden on the 
residential property owner.’ 
Geographically, the city with its open areas, can avoid 
the “ urbanized megalopolis,” noted Fast. 
He indicated the state must institute reform legislation 
for agricultural preserves and open space ” We really 
ntMHi that 
Chino’s housing boom should slow down in the next 18 
months he predicted, due to possible legislation and a 
“ lack of raw land.” As for growth, the city should take 
all it can” in industrial and commercial areas. 
P^ast said it is “ inevitable” that agricultural land in the 
Chino area - much of it outside the city limits - will not 
remain in its present state “ Traditional land planning 
has showed that agricultural land has to move and move 
and move. It can t compete econom ically with 
development

Three valley 
officials will 
confront RTD 


Officials from Pomona. Claremont 
and La Verne w ill confront the 
Southern California Rapid Transit 
District’s board of directors next 
Wednesday with a demand that the 
voters in the three cities be allowed 
to decide whether to withdraw from 
the district. 
The meeting with the RTD board 
will be the latest in a lengthy series 
of maneuvers by local officials, 
aimed at withdrawal over local 
charges that RTD spends much of 
the valley ’s transportation monies on 
services elsewhere in the district 
p rin c ip a lly in downtown Los 
Angeles 
Representing the cities before the 
board will be Pomona Mayor Ray 
Lepire, Claremont Mayor Bertve 
Smith and La Verne City Councilman 
Mel Belcher 
Lepire met Thursday with RTD 
manager Jack Gilstrap to set up 
Wednesday’s meeting. 
“ I told Mr Gilstrap that an elec­ 
tion would be the best thing for the 
cities and the district. If the people 
vote to remain in the district it would 
be like a vote of confidence for RTD, 
and if they voted to get out we could 
find new ways to satisfy our own 
transportation needs,” said Lepire. 
The presumption has always been 
that, at least in Pomona and 
Claremont’s case, the cities would 
probably link up with the transit 
system now operating in the West 
End communities. 
Lepire. however, was unwilling to 
predict that the R T I) board would 
allow the election to be held. 
“ If the board denies the election 
request then we will be in a stronger 
position when legislation is again in­ 
troduced in Sacramento to allow us . 
to vote on issue,” said Lepire. 
The cities have already had one 
b ill introduced in the state 
legislature on their behalf, sponsored 
by Assemblyman William McVittie, 
LM>5th Dist 
The bill failed early this year, but 
McVittie, said Lepire. has expressed 
a willingness to continue the fight for 
the cities 
. The two main points of conflict 
between the RTD and the cities have 
historically been the levels of local 
bus service and control of local bus 
service. 
Information gathered by city staffs 
has tended to indicate that state 
transportation funds, which RTD 
collects in the name of the local 
cities on a per capita basis, is not 
always spent in the local area. 
RTD has alw ays denied the 
charge, but never with enough con­ 
vincing data to end the claim 
Consequently the local cities have 
generally felt RTD did not provide

Ontario dial-a-ride 
service in a month 


The West Valley Transit Service 
Authority approved the expansion of 
dial-a-ride taxi service in Ontario 
Thursday, and within a month On­ 
tario residents will enjoy full-city 
csh service. 
Roger Hughbanks, Ontario city 
manager, presented the recom­ 
mendation from the WVTSA techni­ 
cal committee to the board Thurs­ 
day at the Montclair City Council 
Chambers 
Ontario is currently served by dial- 
a-ride - less costly than regular taxi 
service — in the area from Benson 
Avenue to Mission Boulevard, west 
of the Ontario International Airport 
to Grove Avenue, Holt Boulevard to 
Vineyard Avenue and north to the 
city limits. Gene Stalians, owner of 
Paul’s Yellow Cab, provides the 
drivers and dispatch for the 2 Vi ve­ 
hicles covering this area on a con­ 
tract basis with WVTSA 
Stalians reported that two 1975 
Plymouth sedans would be purch 
ased to move the service south of 
Mission and pick up the remainder of 
the developed areas in the city. 


The additional costs total $24.666 
which includes $17,503 in actual 
operating costs for the two new ve­ 
hicles through January 1977, $7,163 in 
preparation for purchase and paint­ 
ing the cars in the Omnitrans logo 
and colors, and a fixed fee of $1,591. 
The City of Upland was allowed to 
expand full dial-a-ride service sev­ 
eral weeks ago.

Upland okays its budget 


Gasoline use 
sets May mark 


SA C RA M EN TO ( A P ) - Mo­ 
torists in California bought more 
gasoline in May than in any previous 
May, and almost set a record for any 
month in history, the state Board of 
Equalization says 
The 920 million gallons sold during 
May was second only to the 935 
million sold in August, 1973, before 
the Arab oil embargo, the board said. 
This was the sixth consecutive 
month that California motorists have 
sef monthly records for gasoline use. 


A publication budget of $7,8#,295, 
calling for a tax rate of $2.734 per 
$100 of assessed valuation, was ap­ 
proved Thursday night by the Upland 
Elementary School District. 


The rate is 2.7 cents higher than 
the levy set in the tentative budget.

The U.S. public hasn’t heard much from the 
amnesty lobby for some time, but it is likely to hear 
a g reat deal as the presidential election campaig n 
beg ins in earnest. 
U.S. Rep. J ohn Ashbrook reports that the 
American Left is ‘Tewing up for an all-out driv e to 
bring unconditional amnesty into the 19 76 political 
campaig n. 
According to Cong ressman Ashbrook, Amnesty 
Update, the leading pro-amnesty org anization, 
recently outlined a political action plan for uncon- 
ditionai amnesty and reconstruction aid for Com­ 
munist Vietnam. 
In a speech in Cong ress J une 2, Rep. Ashbrook 
called the roll of org anizations inv olv ed in the 
amnesty driv e. These included the American Civ il 
Liberties Union. American Friends Serv ice Com­ 
mittee, Episcopal Peace Fellowship, National 
Lawy ers Guild, War Resisters Leag ue, American 
Deserters Committee, Sweden, and Toronto 
American Ex ile Group. 
Unquestionably , the amnesty lobby will try to put 
across the notion that the U.S. g ov ernment should 
be "g enerous.” It should be understood, therefore, 
that the United States alway s has been v ery 
g enerous with authentic pacifists who base their ac­ 
tions on relig ious g rounds. For decades, the United 
States has made prov ision for conscientious 
tors. But the war resisters and deserters of the 
Vietnam era weren’t authentic pacifists. They 
simply opposed fig hting the communist reg ime in 
Hanoi.

The amnesty lobby wants the nex t President of 
the United States to g rant blanket amnesty to 
any one who refused to serv e in the armed forces 
during the Vietnam War, or who deserted. 
The United States already has been ex traor­ 
dinarily g enerous in its clemency offer to those who 
refused to perform their military duties. It would 
be unconscionable to ex tend blanket amnesty to 
those who refused to fig ht for their country , who 
fled abroad, or who deserted from the armed ser­ 
v ices. Amnesty , in other words, is an insult to ev ery 
citizen who serv ed his country in Vietnam.^ 
Cong ressman Ashbrook rig htly said that 
While 
some compromise is alway s a part of the leg islativ e 
and ex ecutiv e decision process, some matters ot 
principle should nev er be the subject ot any com­ 
promise, and the concept of total amnesty is one of 
those which should be categ orically rejected 
Nothing could be more true. The future security 
of this country depends on a citizenry aware of its 
oblig ation to defend the nation, and ready to do so. 
A nation that does not impose such a requirement 
on its citizenry , and that does not uphold the princi­ 
ple of serv ice, is unworthy of nationhood Indeed, a 
country that doesn’t hold its citizenry to this duty is 
unlikely to last v ery long . 
Cong ressman Ashbrook said in his speech that all 
* Americans should find out where the presidential 
and cong ressional candidates stand on this v ital is- 
‘ sue. This is, indeed, an issue on which it is tremen­ 
dously important for the v oters to be fully in­ 
formed.

Dear Editor 
I hope that y our readers can 
tolerate at least one more comment 
reg arding Biling ual/Bicultural Edu­ 
cation, because after reading the 
J uly 13th letter by Edla Becker, en­ 
titled, "When You Are in Rome," I 
felt an ov erwhelming compulsion to 
speak. 
Before I mov ed to this area a short 
while ag o, I worked as a Curriculum 
Consultant for the Michig an Educa­ 
tion Association’s Minority Affairs 
Div ision, specializing in Black Stu­ 
dies, so I am v ery well acquainted 
with the enormous benefits which 
can be deriv ed from the effectiv e 
implementation of a v iable multi- 
ethnic/multi-cultural curriculum in 
the public schools. I am also quite 
familiar with the many forms of 
resistance which often accompany 
any school district’s efforts to in­ 
stitute such equitable reforms — 
particularly in the area of biling ual 
education. 
Hav ing had the ex perience of 
presenting 
numerous 
conferences 
and workshops on multi-ethnic 
curriculum dev elopment for Michi­ 
g an's educators, I am no long er sur­ 
prised by remarks and attitudes such 
as those ex pressed by Mrs. Becker 
They are merely the offspring of 
misinformation, and should be pa­ 
tiently corrected. 
Mrs. Bec ker’s interpretation of the 
"American Dream 
certainly has 
merit since it is a product of her own 
ex periences, but it cannot be applied 
to all of the g roups which comprise 
this country , and definitely not to 
Third Worid Americans, (Blacks, 
Latinos, Nativ e Americans and 
Asian Americans) who, because of 
our hig h v isibility , hav e not been 
able to be assimilated into the 


majority power structure as easily 
as the white immig rants, and hav e 
become easy v ictims of racism and 
discrimination. 
Our ex periences here are also dif­ 
ferent in terms of our orig ins. This is 
supposedly a nation of immig rants; 
howev er, with the ex ception of the 
Asian Am erica n, Third World 
Americans did not v oluntarily 
mig rate to this country as did the 
white ethnic g roups. It is no 
historical secret how the Nativ e 
American and Black became U.S. 
citizens, (the former had his land 
stolen and the latter was stolen from 
his land) but there seems to be some 
confusion concerning how the 
Chicano g ot here 
Mrs 
Becker's 
emphatic question, "My God. why do 
these people liv e in the U.S. in the 
first place!" attests to her need for 
information. 
If our history tex tbooks were not 
g enerally so biased, we could clearly 
see that Chicano "roots" lie rig ht 
here along with those of the Nativ e 
American, since what we now know 
as the United States southwest, was 
once the Mex ican north, inhabited by 
Mex ican citizens who didn’t just dis­ 
appear after their defeat in the Mex ­ 
ican War with the U.S. In fact, under 
the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalg o, 
sig ned by M ex ica n and U.S. 
representativ es in 18 48 . those Mex ­ 
icans who were captured behind the 
newly established boundary lines 
were offered full U.S. citizenship and 
g uaranteed the rig hts to their 
culture, lang uag e, relig ion, property 
and other civ il rig hts. 
Unfortunately , as was the case 
with the U.S. treaties with Nativ e 
American tribes, the terms of the 
Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalg o hav e 
also been sorely unfulfilled by the 


U.S. g ov ernment. Consequently , in 
their demands for a biling ual/bicul- 
tural education and ev en "special 
teachers and special foods in the 
ca feteria ” for their children. 
Chicano parents are not seeking 
any thing which is not already rig ht­ 
fully theirs. Furthermore, contrary 
to Becker’s belief that "surely y ou 
will not ex perience this being done in 
any other country ," biling ual and 
ev en multi-ling uri educational pro­ 
g rams hav e been operating in 
numerous countries for y ears 
Mex ico being one of them! 
As for the Spanish/Eng lish ballots, 
I can think of no reason other than 
big otry or a misplaced sense of self- 
importance for any person being "in­ 
sulted” by their use. Biling ual bal­ 
lots serv e a v ery necessary purpose 
and are printed according to a 
reg ional ethnic makeup 
Thus, if 
there is a larg e concentration of 
S p a n ish -sp ea k in g , but not of 
German-Italian-French, etc.-speak­ 
ing people in a particular area, there 
is no need to include those other non- 
Eng lish lang uag es on the ballot, as 
Mrs. Becker sug g ests. Of course, not 
all Chicanos or other Latinos will 
need or choose to v ote in Spanish, but 
those who do, should hav e that rig ht. 
It may be true, Mrs. Becker, that 
"when in Rome, y ou should do as the 
Romans do," but this is not Rome, 
nor is this a homog eneous "melting 
pot.” The United States is supposed­ 
ly a nation which prides itself on the 
div ersity of its racial and cultural 
g roups. To demand, then, that these 
div erse g roups relinquish their 
uniqueness and conform to a sing le 
cultural standard, is presumptuous, 
to say the least.

NEW YORK - J immy Carter, 
looking ahead to the possibility that 
he may become president in J an­ 
uary . has ex pressed an intense int­ 
erest in the Senate leadership strug ­ 
g le 
Ke has questioned a number of 
senators about the outcome, which is 
ex pected to narrow down a choice 
between Sen Hubert Humphrey , D - 
Mipn.. and Sen Robert By rd, D - 
W.Va 
Carter’s priv ate questions indi­ 
cate concern that Humphrey , as a 
national leader with his own follow­ 
ing . mig ht use the leadership post to 
push his own policies. 
The 
Democratic 
presidentia l 
candidate seems less concerned 
about By rd who is a political mech­ 
anic more interested in running the 
Senate than in policy making . 
Carter satisfied himself after a 20- 
minute v isit with By rd that they 
could work tog ether, our sources 
say . But at this writing , Carter 
hadn't spoken to Humphrey about 
the leadership race ex cept for a brief 
reference to it on the telephone 
When the late Ly ndon J ohnson ran 
the Senate, he dominated its back­ 
rooms. wheeling and dealing , suffo­ 
cating his supporters in his em­ 
brace. trampling down his oppo­ 
nents with the finesse of one of his 
prize bulls. As the Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader, he became almost as 
powerful as the President 
His successor, Sen. Mike Mans­ 
field, D.-Mont, is as different from 
J ohnson as g ing er ale is from a mar­ 
tini. Mansfield relies on friendly 
persuasion to work his will. He nev ­ 
er pressures, nev er pushes. 
Humphrey , if he should now re­ 
place Mansiield, would be a more 
ag g ressiv e Senate leader. For that 
matter, By rd has also shown an mde- ( 
pendent streak. 
Of the 60 Democrats now in the 
Senate, By rd told Carter that 33 had 
promised to v ote for him. By rd ad­ 
ded that he ex pected to line up anoth­ 
er half dozen by J anuary . Howev er, 
Humphrey has disputed By rd’s arith­ 
metic. claiming that most senators 
are still uncommitted. 
Meanwhile, another contender for 
the Senate leadership, Sen. Ed Mus- 
kie, D.-Me., offered priv ately to 


withdraw from the race in Humph­ 
rey ’s fav or. Then Humphrey ap­ 
proached Sen. Ernest Holiing s, D.- 
S.C., another contender, about with­ 
drawing . Humphrey mentioned that 
Muskie had offered to pull out. 
This g ot back to Muskie, who felt 
Humphrey had v iolated his confi­ 
dence 
Our sources say Muskie’s 
nose was out of joint. We checked 
with Humphrey , who acknowledg ed 
that M uskie's nose "was bent 
slig htly ” ov er the incident. We 
couldn’t reach Muskie for his com­ 
ment. 
CARTER AND KISSINGER: If 
the presidential election came down 
to a choice between J immy Carter 
and Ronald Reag an. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissing er would pick the 
peanut farmer. 
Sources close to Kissing er say he 
would stay out of the campaig n if 
Reag an were nominated and would 
not speak out ag ainst the Republi­ 
can candidate Those who hav e heard 
Kissing er discuss the candidates 
priv ately , howev er, say he is the 
least enthusiastic about Reag an. 
On the campaig n trail. Carter has 
denounced 
Kissing er’s secretiv e 
sty le and his "one-man policy of 
international adv enture." calling 
him the "Lone Rang er." But Car­ 
ter’s foreig n policy pronouncements 
don’t really differ much from what 
Kissing er has been say ing 
Carter appears to be more friend­ 
ly toward the underdev eloped na­ 
tions and more interested in Latin 
American affairs. But on most other 
basic issues, Carter and Kissing er 
seem to share similar opinions. 
In speeches around the country and 
in leaks to selected newsmen, mean­ 
while, Kissing er has been hammer­ 
ing home his foreig n policy v iews. 
"He’s try ing to eng rav e on stone 
Ev ery thing he has ev er done.” one 
State Department source confided 
"No matter who the nex t president 
is, Kissing er wants him locked on the 
present course." 
, 
The Secretary of State beg an mak­ 
ing reg ular monthly foreig n policy 
speeches across the country in 1974. 
We could find no ev idence that he has 
stepped up the schedule in recent 
months. 
Carter’s foreig n policy stands hav e 


been produced, under his direction, 
by an elite g roup of adv isers drawn 
from an Eastern establishment of 
lawy ers and academics. 
The 30-man task force is now writ­ 
ing some 40 "position papers 
on 
ev ery issue from African policy to 
the world food crisis. Its members 
include such foreig n policy stal­ 
warts as former Deputy Defense 
Secretary Cy rus Vance, former State 
Undersecretary Georg e Ball, for­ 
mer Deputy Assistant State Secre­ 
tary Richard Gardner and Columbia 
Univ ersity professor Zbig niew Brz- 
ezinski 
The professor heads the team In 
the past, he has been more militant 
than the adv isers under him who, for 
the most part, are noted for their 
moderate v iews. 
Kissing er and Brzezinski. both for­ 
eig n-born. both renowned in the aca­ 
demic world, hav e been riv als. But 
ex cept for personalities, Kissing er 
and Carter appear to be of a like 
mind. 
This was admitted by one of Car­ 
ter’s top adv isers. "There are some 
differences in sty le and emphasis." 
he told us, "but they do jihare a num­ 
ber of common v iews.” 
Footnote: 
Kissing er has told 
friends that if he were to g uess, he 
would ex pect Carter to choose V ance 
as his Secretary of State. But the 
Democrat who is best qualified, 
Kissing er said, is ex -Sen William 
Fulbrig ht D -Ark. 
CIA FOOTNOTE: A g roup of con­ 
serv ativ e leaders, led by Rep. Philip 
Crane. R.-IIL, were entertained and 
briefed on the wonders of the Thieu 
reg ime during a v isit to Saig on in 
1974. Now it turns out that their spon­ 
sors were secretly funded by the 
Central Intellig ence Ag ency 
The trip was partially financed by 
the Vietnamese Council on Foreig n 
Relations. The American g uests 
came back parroting the council s 
line about the g lories of South \ iet- 
nam. They also denied the ex istence 
of the v icious "tig er cag es 
where 
Thieu s prisoners were kept

echelons of state g ov ernment. The California State 
Board of Education conducted a surv ey of sev enth 
g raders — then berated the y oung sters for not

But the y oung sters prov ed smarter than the 
educators who were asking the questions. Caiiior- 
nia State Board of Education sample-surv ey ed 
12.6 56 sev enth g raders. One of the multiple-choice 
questions on the surv ey was; 
“ Is the United Sta tes a representa tiv e 
democracy , a parliamentary democracy a direct 
democracy or a dictatorship’ ” Now the board 
published, with a proclamation of chag rin, the 
results of the surv ey . 
The state educators say they are distressed to 
learn that "only 43 percent answered correctly that 
our country is a representativ e democracy . 
Twenty -eig ht percent has said a parliamentsr\ 
democracy .” Six teen percent had said a 
direct 
democracy ,” and nine percent had said a 
dic­ 
tatorship.” 
, 
But California State Schools Superintendent 
Wilson Riles ex pressed official embarrassment 
that only 43 per cent had "answered correctly ” that 
"ours is a representativ e democracy . 
Superintendent Riles and his board will be further 
distressed to learn that the 43 percent were wrong 
— and the California State Board of Education is 
wrong . 
Ours is not a "representativ e democracy ; nev er 
was. Ours is a "representativ e republic.” You 11 not 
find the word "democracy ” in any of our nation s 
cornerstone documents ; not once. Nor is it included 
in any of our sev eral states' constitutions. 
Ours is a "representativ e republic.” ” . . . and to 
the Republic for which it stands . . . ” 
What’s happened is that the California State 
Board of Education allowed its surv ey to be 
prepared by some people who g rew up believ ing 
any thing F.D.R. said. 
And it was he, with the willing compliance of his 
partisan compatriots, who adopted the desig nation 
"democracy ” hoping that it would thereafter be 
equated with the "Democratic” party . 
It was a political embarrassment to F.D.R. to be 
reminded that our nation is a "republic.” This 
tended to endow the Republican Party with a prior 
claim which F.D.R. env ied. 
There are sev eral v ersions of how he set about to 
redesig nate our country . One v ersion credits J im 
Farley with sug g esting it but. whoev er had the idea 
first, it was President Roosev elt who carefully in­ 
cluded the word "democracy ” in most ev ery public 
utterance. 
Webster nev er did g o along withe the fraudulent 
definition. The dictionary continues to identify 
"democracy ” as what it truly is: "majority rule 
Majority rule, of course, is the same as mob rule. 
Ours is a "social democracy ” perhaps. But 
politically , our carefully desig ned tripartite g ov ern­ 
ment is a "republic.” Another sig nificant in­ 
heritance which is being dissipated by disuse 
With the specific ex ception of the Constitution 
(which purposely confined itself to civ il law) each 
of our nation s cornerstone documents called upon 
the g uidance and blessing of Almig hty God. 
If, in the name of separating "Church and State, 
we also div orce "God and Country ” we perv ert our 
founders’ most noble purpose.

As for trust in his opponents, West 
knew that they had stopped at two 
spades and neither one was going to 
decide to go to game after that first 
decision 
What other chance did West take0 
He might get doubled but who was 
going to double? He, West, had good 
trumps and his partner had bid the 
suit first. 


What could West gain? He could 
get his opponents to three spades and 
may be beat that contract one trick 
South really should have passed 
and watched three hearts get set, but 
he did bid three spades He also 
might have made three spades, but 
he managed to lose one spade, two 
hearts, a club and a diamond so 
West's three-heart bid really paid 
off.

Conventional 
cardiac 
pacemakers, which depend 
on batteries for their 
energy, someday may be 
replaced by a permanent 
model, powered by the 
body’s own energy. 
Scientists at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri-Columbia 
and 
Massachusetts 
General Hospital say the 
new system, if perfected, 
would eliminate the need 
for repeated and often 
costly surgery to replace 
the standard artificial bat­ 
teries 
The new device is ex­ 
pected to cost no more 
than a conventional 
pacemaker, about $1,500, 
and would weigh about half 
as much. 
Allen Hahn, a biomedical 
engineer at Missouri, says

About 300,000 persons in 
the world are being kept 
alive 
by 
a r t if ic ia l 
pacemakers attached to 
the walls of their hearts, 
statistics show. The vast 
majority of those using 
pacemakers require ad­ 
ditional surgery to replace 
the worn out batteries. 
The new device, called a 
hybrid biogalvanic cell, 
would eliminate the need 
for the second and 
sometimes third operation 
for battery replacement, 
Hahn said. 
The principle behind the 
new pacemaker turns the 
body into a human battery. 
Two electrodes, one zinc 
and the other platinum, 
create a chemical re­ 
action within the body.

STANFORD, Calif. (AP) 
— New treatments hold 
hope of relief for six 
million Americans suffer­ 
ing the itchy and scaly 
psoriasis, a leading 
researcher says. 
The treatments can br­ 
ing relief for even the most 
seriously afflicted, said 
Dr. Eugene M. Färber, an 
psoriasis authority and 
head of the Second Inter­ 
national Symposium on 
Psoriasis held this week at 
Stanford University. 
But the relief is tem­ 
porary and the new innova­ 
tions in treatment must be 
continued — they are not 
cures, he said. 
The treatments outlined 
by Färber range from an­ 
cient Egyptian medica­ 
tions to a trip to Israel for 
daily swims in the Dead 
Sea. 
Thousands of psoriasis 
sufferers have the disease 
so extensively they must 


be hospitalized as the thick 
plates of dry skin spread 
over up to 90 per cent of 
their bodies, Färber said. 


Psoriasis most common­ 
ly begins between the ages 
of 15 and 25, although it can 
begin at any time. The first 
signs are itching or scaling 
at elbows or scalp, but it 
can rapidly spread and 
become 
disfiguring, 
Färber said. 


Most promising is the 
PUVA treatment, which 
combines long-wave ul­ 
traviolet light and a drug 
called 8-methoxypsoralen, 
a medication used by the 
ancient Egyptians, he said. 
‘‘Studies have shown that 
by using the treatment 
twice a week for 10 
minutes for 15 to 20 treat­ 
ments, 90 per cent of the 
patients clear up without 
the use of ointments,” 
Färber said. 
‘‘Maintenance treat- 


ments are needed once a 
week or once every two 
weeks. About half the 
patients studied were con- 
trolled with just the 
minimum.” 
Another promising treat­ 
ment, Färber said, in­ 
volves swimming in 
Israel's Dead Sea and sun­ 
bathing for long periods 
‘‘The water is 38 per cent 
salt, and at 300 meters 
below sea level there is a 
lot of long-wave ultraviolet 
light while most of the 
burning rays are filtered 
out.” Färber said. 
“ After three or four 
weeks the patients are 
remarkably improved, 
although about half relapse 
in three to four months 
But for some European 
governments who are pay­ 
ing the cost of the patient’s 
stay, (sending the patient 
to Israel) it is cheaper than 
hospitalizing the in­ 
dividual.”

That compares with 700 
miles built between 1971 
and the current fiscal year.

planned to present the plan 


today to the State Highway 
Ccmimission, which must 
approve the proposal 
before it can take effect. 
Mrs. Gianturco called

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Blacks who outnumber whites 
in five southern states should establish an indepen^nt 
Republic of New Africa based on the principal of 
“ majority rule.” says the president of the “ provisional 
government” of the proprw^d country. 
Imari Abubakari Obadele 1, formerly known as Richard 
B. Henry, told newsmen on Wednesday that Southern 
states Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana. Mississipi and South 
Carolina - where blacks collectively outnumber whites 
— would make up the RNA. 
The socialist nation would be set up by the ‘‘massive 
transfer of capital to blacks, the transfer of billions of 
dollars. We want to uplift blacks. We do not want blacks 
on welfare,” said Obadele. 
The RNA is headquartered in Jackson. Miss. It was at 
the headquarters in August 1971 that FB I agents arrested 
Obadele and other RNA members after a gunfight which 
left one police lieutenant dead and other law enforcement 
officers injured. 
Obadete is currently free on $25,000 bail pending appeal 
of his 12-year sentence in connection with the incident. 
But even if his appeal is turned down by the U S. Su­ 
preme Court, said Obadele, he would argue that the high 
court has no jurisdiction to convict him, since he is the 
head of a soon-to-be-sovereign nation 
The RNA chief said that blacks “ have been 
brainwashed into thinking we’re Americans 
He said he hopes to change that on Sept 25, when the 
RNA will hold “ municipal elections” in Mississippi to 
select a shadow government which will one day be the 
legal government in that area.

Keene contended depart­ 
ment officials voluntarily 
limited their investigation 
to the dealings of the non­ 
profit health plan, even 
though the allegations in­ 
volved affiliated profit- 
making companies. He 
said Omni-Rx was allowed 
to defy the department for 
months 
He was hardest on 
Ledbetter, saying the 
veteran official had caved 
in to Omni-Rx demands for 
limits on the department’s 
audit. He said Ledbetter 
should have taken the first 
steps toward cancelling the 
state’s contract when the 
com pany blocked the 
audit. 
“ The investigation of 
Omni-Rx was a sham and 
he was largely respon­ 
sible.” Keene said

a u d it. He said h e'd 
demanded full access to 
the books, and told com­ 
pany officials, “ If they 
didn't provide this infor­ 
mation.

He said current law 
blocks the state from in­ 
quiring fully into prepaid 
health plans’ finances as 
long as health care is 
adequate. 
But Keene disagreed, 
saying a court probably 
would have forced Omni- 
Rx to open its books. 
He also said Harrell had 
“ compromised” himself in 
discussing a job with an 
Omni-Rx official, and the 
action reflected on Ledbet­ 
ter. But Ledbetter said he 
took Harrell off the audit 
as soon as he learned of the 
conversation.

Goodman's study of Omni- 
Rx’s health care relied on 
“ selfserving information 
from the company itself 
He said the study listed the 
company’s overall care as 
adequate, despite defects 
in dentistry and other 
fields.

NEW Y O R K , N Y. 
(NEA) — A farcical put- 
down of Buffalo Bill Is now 
playing at movie theaters. 
Its historical merit or even 
its cinematic quality is not 
for me to argue. 
But the roles of two very 
talented artists, actor Paul 
Newman and director Rob­ 
ert Altman, In the crea­ 
tion of “ Buffalo Bill and 
the Indians or Sitting Bull’s 
History Lesson” is worth 
study, particularly since 
both went on record re­ 
cently in a joint discussion 
of the project and their in­ 
put to it. 
William Frederick Cody, 
called Buffalo Bill, lived 
from 1846 to 1917, the 
period of the major settl­ 
ing of the West. He was in 
the words of the encyclo­ 
pedia, “ pa rt authentic 
frontier hero and part the 
creation of myth-making 
publicists. Buffalo Bill 
Cody came to symbolize 
the American West for mil­ 
lions of people around the 
world.” 
And so it is startling to 
see this new iconoclastic 
portrait of the man — ego­ 
centric, drinker, lecher 
and part fraud. 
“ Well,” said Newman, 
when asked to define the 
character of Buffalo Bill, 
“ he's a combination of 
General Custer, Gable, 
Redford and me. In that or­ 
der.” 
He grew a shade more 
serious. 
“ My interpretation is 
that he was symbolically 
the FIRST STAR. He was 
like one of those people in 
motion pictures who simp­ 
ly cannot live up to their

legends. Their legends are 
created for them. They are 
sim ply hum an beings. 
Flawed.” 
Newman is a very well 
preserved quinquagenari­ 
an, and on this occasion, 
when the film was pre­ 
sented in rough form for 
136 junketing journalists, 
he had flown in from loca­ 
tion at 3 o’clock in the 
morning and still looked 
marvellously fresh, his 
blue eyes clear. 
The actor was asked to 
probe deeper into the char­ 
acterization on film, how 
Buffalo Bill the superstar 
related to Paul Newman 
the superstar. 
He shrugged. 
“Just go out and read 
any movie magazine. Read 
the quotes in them. They 
simply don't ex ist. The 
interviews that were sup­ 
posed to be given and never 
were given. The conflicts, 
the joys. You read things 
about people that really 
aren’t true. 
“ It’s a humbling ex peri­ 


ence. There is no way that 
what those people see on 
celluloid has anything to do 
with me. That was the 
aspect I tried to bring to 
the film. They can say any­ 
thing they want and he can 
m ake w hatev er s ta te ­ 
ments he wants to make 
about what he is. but he is 
finally a human being and 
that’s all he is.” 
Altman, the director who 
is queasy about this film 
because he thinks it’ll be 
jux taposed with his last 
ballyhooed effort, “ Nash­ 
ville,” provided an over­ 
view: 
“ We were making com­ 
parisons to show business 
as it is today. That was the 
beginning of show busi­ 
ness. Buffalo Bill had the 
producer, the publicist, the 
hanger-ons, the stars, the 
semi-star, the ex tras. 
“ We read 15 autobiogra­ 
phies that were totally 
contradictory. The point 
that interested me most 
about this project when we 
started digging into it, and 
we researched it very thor­ 
oughly, is that by the time 
a culture is willing to look 
at its past and try to find 
out the truths of its origin, 
the tracks have been so 
covered up it’s impossible 
to find them. I don’t think 
anybody can dig up the his­ 
torical behavior of those 
people. You can only find 
out about the behavior that 
was written about them. 
And that is always false be­ 
havior.” 
“ Look,” nodded New­ 
man sagely, “what Shake­ 
speare did to Richard III. 
The Altman version of 
Buffalo Bill is loosely his­ 
toric. 
There was no company 
encampment, which was 
the central locale for Buf­ 
falo Bill’s Wild West Show 
in the film . P resident 
Grover Cleveland did not 
visit the show. But Sitting 


Bull, the Sioux chief who 
led the massacre of Lt. 
Col. George Custer and his 
troops at Little Bighorn, 
was brought in to hype up 
tsifc » how. 
“Sitting Bull was always 
seeking an audience with 
the president,” said Alt­ 
man. “That was true. ” 
And he defended the ar­ 
tistic honesty of his por­ 
trait of Buffalo Bill. 
“ I don’t take any joy in 
shooting holes into he­ 
roes,” he said, “ but I try to 
reflect ryiy view of what I 
see. And that’s the way 
Buffalo Bill looks to me 
“ T here w as a point 
w here Sitting Bull got 
arrested again after "he 
went back to Standing 
Rock (the Indian agency in 
South D akota). People 
went to Cody and asked 
him to try and save him, 
and Cody went. He just 
didn’t make it. He got 
drunk in St. Louis or some 
place along the way, and 
Sitting Bull was shot.” 
That became the basis 
for a tormented soliloquy 
by Buffalo Bill toward the 
end of the movie, probably 
its heaviest moment. With 
a project that was budg­ 
eted at over $6 million, Alt­ 
man was impelled to lay a 
broad pastiche of humor on 
the narrative. 
“ Film is a very precari­ 
ous art entertainm ent.” he 
ex plained, “ because it’s so 
ex pensive. I couldn t do 
B uffalo Bill w ith the 
humor out of it. It would 
bore me to death.” 
And so there was Buffalo 
Bill shooting wildly at the 
pet canary of his latest 
divainamorata (in real life 
he had a passion for Itali­ 
an actresses). 
“To m e,” said Newman, 
“ the picture is like a can­ 
vas. And there are a lot of 
different colors in it. Some 
people m ay choose to 
linger on the blues. Some

on the tans or reds. You 
may want to linger on the 
browns.” 
“ I think our strongest 
audience for this film will 
be young people,” said Alt­ 
man. 
“ And the w re stlin g 
crow d,” reto rted New­ 
man. 


“ It’s my first PG ,” said 
the director. 
“ One of the worst things 
that can ever be said of a 
movie,” noted the star, “is 
that you walk out and turn 
to whomever you went to 
the movie with and say, 
‘Was that baby sitter sup- * 
posed to go home at 10:30 { 
or was she supposed to go * 
home at a quarter to 
1 1?’ » 
“That's not going to hap- ‘ 
pen with this film .” 
Even Buffalo Bill would L; 
agree.

In Las V egas, Tarkanian con­ 
firm ed that he had not only m et with 
Lakers’ owner J ack Kent Cooke, but 
had discussed the Laker coaching 
job. 
“ I hav e m et with the Lakers, but 
there has been no contract offered 
and that is the status of the situation 
at this tim e.” Tarkanian said 
The UNLV coach added that he had 
agreed with the Lakers to m ake no 
com m ent. 
Howev er, according to a reliable 
source, Tarkanian intim ated he had 
been offered a three-y ear contract 
but wants a fiv e-y ear pact. It also is 
rumored that Tarkanian would hav e 
to take a CUT in salary to take the 
Lakers job. 
A telephone call to the Lakers 
publicity dept, brought this state­ 
ment issued by J KC him self.

Citizens build forest trail 


HUNTERSVIL L E, 
W.Va. (A P) — Day-packs 
on their backs, a band of 
hikers trooped along a 
Pocahontas County road, 
swabbing highway-stripe 
yellow paint on trees. 
They were creating part 
of the new Allegheny Trail. 
P a s sin g 
m o to ris ts 
slowed and stared as the 
group left W.Va. II north 
of here and plunged into 
what seemed to be dense 
ninfuic 
“ This w ill blow the 
natives’ minds—seeing all 
these people out walking 
and carrying paint cans,” 
said Bob Tabor of Cullo- 
den, president of the West 
Virginia Scenic Trails As­ 
sociation. 
Five years after he and 
Nick Lozano of Charleston 
stood in a freezing parking 
lot and discovered their 
mutual idea for a long trail 
through the 
beautiful 
mountains of eastern West 
V irg in ia , Tab o r w as 
leading a party of adults 
and boy scouts in marking 
a section of the trail in the 
Monongahela N ational 
Forest. 
The long process of plan­ 
ning and bucking a com­ 
plicated, resistant state 
and federal bureaucracy is 
behind them 
Facing the 
persistent creaters of the 
Allegheny Trail now is the 
physical labor of marking 
and building the hiking 
route from 
Blackwater 
Falls State Park in Tucker 
County more than 200 
miles south to join with the 
famous Appalachian Trail 
in Monroe County along the 
Virginia border. 
The process consists 
mainly of connecting ex­ 
isting U.S. Forest Service 
dirt roads through three 
national forests, one state 
forest and two state parks 
and gaining permission to 
cross private land to join 
the entire trail. 
“ When we started this, 
we didn’t get a lot of sup­ 
port,” said Tabor. “ They 
(federal and state of­ 
fic ia ls ) didn’t believe 
citizens could do it. They 
talked of costs of $2,000 a 
mile.” 
“ The bureaucrats were 
surprised that citizens on 
their own initiative would 
get involved in a project of 
this m agnitude. 
They 
thought we would go 
away,” Lozano said. 
Both avid hikers who got 
hooked 20 years ago along 
the Appalachian Trail in 


the Smoky Mountains, 
Tabor and Lozano started 
talking about a West 
Virginia portion to the trail 
in 1971, following an Izaak 
Walton League meeting. 
“ The concept of a trail in 


gun in his hand,” said 
Lozano. 
“ We talked to a man 
whose land we wanted to 
cross,” added Tabor. “ He 
just never could quite un­ 
derstand that there were 
Outdoors 
mm. 


West Virginia bugged me— 
here we had to pack up and 
go 300 m iles (to the 
Smokies) 
when West 
Virginia has the basics for 
a trail,” said Lozano. 
At first, the two only 
wanted a West Virginia ac­ 
cess to the Appalachian 
Trail, which goes over 
Peters Mountain in Mon­ 
roe County but which had 
to be entered through 
Virginia. Other people 
joined them, the idea blos­ 
somed, and the WVSTA, 
expanded in focus was 
formed in 1972. 
“ It’s dedicated to the 
d e velo p m en t 
and 
maintenance of hiking 
trails in West Virginia,” 
said Lozano. “ Eventually 
we want to develop a 
n etw ork 
of 
tra i Is 
throughout the state— 
around urban areas, 
historic trails, long­ 
distance hiking. 
“ W e ’ re 
using 
the 
Allegheny Trail as a show­ 
case. What we learn from 
this, we’ll use to show local 
groups how they can build 
a trail in their areas,” he 
said. 
“ We hope this is just the 
beginning,” said Tabor, 
who worked on the Ap­ 
palachian Trial when he 
lived in Roanoke, Va. 
“ We felt we should have 
a designated area to hike,” 
he explained. “ This is not a 
wilderness trail like the 
Appalachian Trail. What 
they’re doing is great, but 
it doesn't seem practical to 
tie up that much forest. 
“ We felt we needed a 
trail where people could 
get out and experience 
nature without fear of 
trespassing. People tend to 
crow d 
into 
p arks. 
Dispersed recreation is our 
philosophy." 
“ The concept of planned 
recreation is new in West 
V irginia. Most of the 
native population grew up 
with woods and mountains 
just there, accepted things. 
If a man went out, he had a 


people who just wanted to 
come out in the woods and 
walk.” 
The group first drew up a 
prospective trail route, 
trying to keep it on as 
much public land as possi­ 
ble, and spent time pouring 
over maps and surveying. 
In 1975, the state Depart­ 
ment of N atural Re ­ 
sources gave the group 
perm ission 
to cross 
Blackwater Falls and Cass 
State parks and Senaca 
State Forest. 


In April of this year, the 
U.S. Forest Service and 
the WVSTA signed the 
Allegheny Trail Cooper­ 
ative Agreement, granting 
permission to go through 
Monogahela, 
George 
Washington and Jefferson 
national forests. 


Physical work began on 
the trail two years ago, 
when the first section was 
flagged on Peters Moun­ 
tain, providing access 
through Pine Swamp to the 
Appalachian Trial. The 
WVSTA had a ceremony on 
top of the mountain in the 
summer of 1974. 
Last summer, with the 
permission of the Buckskin 
Council of the Boy Scouts, 
the group put in the trail 
section through the coun­ 
cil's Pocahontas Cojnty 
reservation to Seneca. This 
spring, Seneca was con­ 
nected to Cass. 
This Summer’s goal is 
completion of 50 miles 
from Cass south to Inter­ 
state 64, a distance of 50

The group wants to 
show off the new trail to 
the Southern Appalachian 
Trail Clubs, groups from 
Virginia to Georgia who 
are holding their annual 
meeting over Labor Day 
Weekend at the boy scout 
camp. 


On the recent trail- 
blazing party, Tabor and 
Lozano led the paint- 
bearing hikers south from 
the boy scout camp into 
Monogahela 
National 
Forest, the first trail blaz­ 
ing there. The leaders had 
marked off a tentative trail 
with blue surveyers rib­ 
bons two months before, 
following deer trails along 
ridges at the edge of 
M arlin 
Mountain, 
into 
Thorny Creek Valley and 
joining with the Forest 
Service’s dirt 
Marlin 
Mountain Road. The forest 
ranger approved the route. 


The Appalachian Trail 
from Maine to Georgia is 
marked wth white blazes. 
The route of the Allegheny 
Trail is designated by 
bright yellow blazes, two 
inches by six inches. Two 
parallel blazes means the 
trail turns.

A Department of Fish 
and Game sponsored elk 
tour will begin at 7 a.m. 
that day at the Wildlife 
Viewpoint on the eastern 
side of Highway 395, 
approximately 15 miles 
north of Independence. A 
sign marks the turnoff. The 
tour guide will be the de­ 
partment’s leading author­ 
ity on the Owens Valley 
herd, w ildlife biologist 
Banky Curtis of Bishop. 
The Owens Valley is one 
of only two places in the 
state — or for that matter 
the world — where tule elk 
exist in a free-roaming 
state. Another sm aller 
population roams free in 
the Cache Creek area of 
Colusa County. 
The elk population in the 
Owens Valley is estimated 
at slightly more than 400 
animals. The Cache Creek 


heard numbers about 110. 
Curtis said that visitors 
should bring binoculars 
and cameras with tele­ 
photo lenses, if possible. 
The tour, which lasts about 
three hours, will include an 
informal discussion of the 
elk’s status. 
A July 3 tule elk tour was 
attended by comparative­ 
ly few people, most of 


them from the Los An­ 
geles area. Curtis said 
none of the visitors had 
ever before seen the elk. 
but on that day they were 
able to view a heard of 
from 60 to 65, with half a 
dozen large bulls and 8 to 
10 calves born in mid-May. 
The other elks in the herd 
were “ ladies’’ of the 
harem.

Large brown trout are be­ 
ing taken by trolling in 
mid-lake, and Sacramento 


perch are being taken on 
small jugs or roostertails 
in fairly deep water closer 
to shore than the trout. 
The limit for trout is sev­ 
en. but you can take all the 
perch you wish. Both trout 
and perch are excellent 
deep-fried in a little batter. 
The perch are running 
one to one and a half 
pounds, according to Fish 
and Game wildlife biolo­ 
gist Banky Curtis, who 
tried his hand on Crowley 
Saturday. He filleted his 
catch and put it in the 
freezer for later use. 
“ We would have caught a 
lot more,” said Curtis,

Israeli women seek equality 


By JANE SEE WHITE 
NEW YORK (AP) - 
Tamar Eshel is treading a 
fine line. Ore mis-step, she 
b e lie v e s, co uld have 
cataclysmic effects o n her 
ho meland. 
Mrs. Eshel is general 
secretary o f the Wo rking 
Wo men’s Co uncil — the 
largest wo men’s o rganiza­ 
tio n in Israel. And in that 
ro le she is trying to assure 
equality fo r Israeli wo men 
witho ut dividing so ciety 
o ver practices that are 
ruled by J ewish, Christian 
and Mo slem religio us laws. 
“ A peo ple under seige, 
as we are, can ill affo rd a 
cultural campaign that 


wo uld divide the peo ple," 
Mrs. Eshel said in an inter­ 
view here en ro ute to a 
m eeting o f the Inter­ 
natio nal Co uncil o f Wo men 
in Vanco uver, Canada. 
Religio us laws go vern 
m arriage and divo rce 
practices in Israel and 
define perso nal status. Fo r 
instance, there is still no 
such thing as a civil mar­ 
riage ceremo ny in the 
state. 
' “ Religio us law and per­ 
so nal status are no t so im­ 
po rtant co mpared with 
what remains to be do ne,” 
Mrs. Eshel said. “ But we 
can find a way to make the 
uses o f these laws mo dern 


if we canno t change 
them.” 
Her gro up cho o ses to 
fight fo r changes in o ther 
areas, she said. 
“ It is o nly this year, fo r 
example, that we have 
managed to eliminate dif­ 
ferent pay scales fo r men 
and fo r wo men in in­ 
dustry,” she said. “ The un­ 
io ns have said they will 
sign no mo re co ntracts un­ 
less the scales are equal.” 
Only 34 per cent o f the 
wo m en in Israel are 
emplo yed, she said, and 
o ne reaso n is that a large 
pro po rtio n are untrained 
and unskilled.

District Attorney Byron C. Morton 
received three separate injunctions 
in Superior Court Tuesday and 
Wednesday closing the Kool Kove 
bar in Perris and the Sands Casino 
and the Sahara Dunes Casino in Lake 
Elsinore, Morton’s office reported 
Thursday. 
Dan's Seed and Feed, an ag­ 
ricultural supply firm in Perris, was 


closed on Tuesday but allowed to 
reopen Wednesday after its owner 
agreed to a permanent injunction 
against illegal bookmaking or any 
other form of gambling 
The Sands and Dunes are legalised 
card gam bling casinos. Lake 
Elsinore Mayor Frank dePasquale 
was named in the injunction as the 
owner of the property on which the 


two casinos are located 
Perris Mayor Robert D. Perry, an 
employe of Dan s Seed and Feed, 
was named as a defendant in the in­ 
junction against that establishment 
The bar and the two casinos will 
remain closed for at least 15 days un­ 
der injunctions served by sheriff’s 
deputies. 
Between 200 and 300 employes at 


the casinos were at least temporari­ 
ly out of work because of the clos­ 
ings. 
Spokesmen for the district at­ 
torney’s office said the closures 
were the result of several months in­ 
vestigation. 
A hearing on the injunctions was 
set for July 27 in Riverside County 
Superior Court.

CHOWCHILLA. Calif. (AP) — 
Twenty-six children and the driver of 
their school bus who vanished on 
their way home from a swimming 
outing apparently are the victims oi 
a m ass kidnaping, the Madera 
County sheriff said today. 
Deputies and police searched the 
San 
Joaquin Valley farm land 
through a windy, rainy night split by 
lightning and thunder for some clue 
to the whereabouts of the children, 
who ranged in age from 5 to 15 
The bus in which the children had 
been riding was found in a dry canal 
Thursday night 


At 6:05 am ., a state highway 
patrol plane and two Civil Air Patrol 
planes took off under gray skies. 
The sheriff told reporters he felt 
* something should break today 
He 
said he had a “hunch 
“ I find it difficult to see how any 
one person can abscond with 2H 
children and one adult bus driver and 
get away with it,' he said 
Bates said his investigators found 
two sets of tracks superimposed on 
the bus tracks, suggesting that an ab­ 
duction would have to be planned, it 
seems to me.” The tracks showed 
that “ somebodv left the area after 


The bus, which was to have 
returned the children from the 
Chowchilla fairgrounds, was found 
abandoned in a dry canal during a 
search from the air. It was hidden in 
a heavy stand of bamboo in the flat 
farmland about 35 miles northwest of 
Fresno. 
The sheriff said he couldn’t “think 
of any other possibility 
but a kid­ 
naping 
‘‘T here’s no blood, no 
evidence of foul play at the bus I m 
at a loss for words about this one I 
absolutely can’t figure it. We can t 
find anybody who has a motive 
Bates said the FBI has been called 


The children are students at the 
Dairy land Unified School, which 
school district secretary Nita 
Hansen described as “just a little 
country school ” 
S9ie said the bus driver. 55-year-old 
Frank Edward Ray Jr.. was “very 
reliable” and had been driving for 
the school for 28 years 
“You couldn’t ask for a nicer guv. 
Mrs Hansen said. He was bom and 
raised here.’’ 
Sheriff Bates, who set up a com­ 
mand post at the Chowchilla Police

A Mt. San Antonio Coliege trustee 
wants 10 buildings containing more 
than 50 classroom s dem olished 
because be claims they are “un­ 
safe.” 
College officials say the replace­ 
ment cost of the buildings would run 
well in excess of $10 million. 
Trustee Robert Hutchinson says he 
has been informed that there is con­ 
siderable dry rot and term ite 
damage in the college’s one-story 
buildings — some nearly 30 years old 
— and he thinks they ought to be tom 
down 
The rest of the college trustees 
have approved his request for a 
feasibility study on how safe the 
buildings are and what can be done 
with them. 
But unless the report finds the 
buildings totally unsafe, Hutchin­ 
son's proposal is bound to be 
rejected. 
Trustee Clifford Booth said that if 
any of those buildings can be used "I 
personally hate to see them go ” 
And Trustee William B. Temple 
declared that he felt tearing down 
the building would be most unwise 
“There was a time when we 
needed a building we Just went out 
and bought it,” he explained. 
“ Money was rolling in. But times 
have changed. Construction costs 
have sky rocketed.” 
He said that if the buildings had 
not met standards of the state Divi­ 
sion of Architecture, they would 
have been tom down long ago 
But Hutchinson recalled that there 
was an agreement 20 years ago that 
called for the replacement of those 
buildings with more modem ones as 
needed. 
He reacted sharply to a proposal 
that the board provide air condition­ 
ing in two rooms of those buildings 
next fall. 
“I don’t want to spend any more 
money on these buildings,” he 
declared. “The architect already has 
said the air conditioning systems in 
these buildings are not as efficient as 
the one in the new units.” 
He asked that the core of the 
feasibility report include a survey by 
the college s building inspector as to 
the condition of the buildings, and a

Robbery turns 
into a great 
big nothing 


LOS ANGELES — The mood was tense. Almost as if 
something were happening. More than 30 Los Angeles 
bullet-proofed policemen and a throng of reporters and 
gawkers thought so too. 
It just went to show how something can happen if you 
think it is. 
The police officers, some clad in bulletproof vests and 
toting shotguns, converged Thursday on a downtown 
printing firm after a report of an armed robbery, possibly 
with hostages taken. 
“There’s two guys holed up in there with some 
hostages,’ said a bystander. 
But there weren’t. But everybody thought so. 
Tensed and crouching, dozens of officers from the 
Special Weapons and Tactics team pressed against the 
one-story brick walls of the Commercial and Stationery 
Printing Co., peering cautiously around the corners in an­ 
ticipation of gunfire. Finally, three policemen burst in­ 
side. 
“I found him in an aisle in the store, lying face down.” 
said officer Larry McKinley. “He had no gun that I know 
of.” 
With one alleged holdup man in custody, police dis­ 
covered that the two “hostages” were just stationary 
store employes who had gotten themselves temporarily 
lost in the confusion. But another intruder remained in 
the building, they said. 
An attempt would be made to flush him out. 
The crowd grew 
The gaggle of newsmen and 
photographers swelled to two or three dozen. Helicopters 
churned overhead as police poised for another run 
through the building. 
After a few tense moments, the officers emerged 
empty handed, and began to search the grounds for signs 
of the missing gunman. Suddenly, three or four of the of­ 
ficers whirled away from the building, guns drawn. 
Again, nothing 
“It was just a tack of wood falling over,” someone said 
After searching the building three times, Lt. George 
Bennett announced that the so-called gunman, whose 
identity was not available, apparently acted alone The 
confusion had arisen from conflicting reports from 
witnesses and the entire incident was over, he said. 
Back at precinct headquarters, Sgt. Tony Morgan ex­ 
plained the affair: 
“There was a robbery at a liquor store and at one point 
they thought there were hostages, then there weren t. 
What it amounted to was a great big nothing ” 
Liquor store? 
“I thought it was a liquor store,” Sgt Morgan said, 
“maybe it wasn’t.” 


UC regents propose 
hike of student fees 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Univer­ 
sity of California regents are ignor­ 
ing Gov Edmund Brown Jr.’s objec­ 
tions and preparing to raise student 
fees throughout the nine-campus 
system. 
A proposal endorsed by a regents’ 
com mi tee Thursday would raise the 
fees from the current $600 to $648 in 
the fall of 1977. and allow each 
campus to raise them another $45 in 
the next three years. 
The Finance Committee rec­ 
ommended the action to the full 
board despite a letter from a top 
Brown aide, Preble Stolz, urging 
them to limit the increase to cam­ 
puses that need it. 
The student presidents’ council 
and student regent Daryn Peeples 
took the sam e stand as the 
Democratic governor. 


The same regents’ committee ap­ 
proved a proposed conflict-of- 
interest code for the university after 
UC President David Saxon said he d 
try to drop a provision that would 
limit the authority of teachers to as­ 
sign textbooks they'd written. 


That provision would have re­ 
quired teachers to forego any profits 
from using their own books in their 
classes. The president of a teachers 
academic freedom committee said 
the subject was none of the state s 
business. 


The conflict-of-interest code was 
criticized on other grounds by the 
American Federation of Teachers. It 
said the code wouldn’t require the 
predominantly wealthy regents to 
disclose their stock holdings or cor­ 
porate ties.- 


The $48 increase would meet a 
deficit in UC’s registration fee, 
which hasn’t risen since 1968 The fee 
supports such student services as 
health centers, counseling and in­ 
tramural sports. 
A UC official said Stolz, Brown s 
assistant for programs and policies, 
wrote that any fee increase “should 
be on a campus-by-campus basis." 


The Brown aide also said campus 
fee increases should be subject to a 
regents’ vote so students have input, 
reported UC Vice President Chester 
McCorkle. 
Saxon supported the uniform in­ 
crease, and also said he was 
negotiating with Brown for $9 million 
in additional state aid to avert a 
further fee increase in the next three 
vears.

The eight-woman, four-man panel 
began deliberations today as six 
defendants, five of them already 


sentenced to life in prison, await the 
verdict. 
The jury is charged with sorting 
out conflicting, confusing and often 
gory testimony about the events of 
Aug 
21, 1971. when black revo­ 
lutionary George Jackson, three 
guards and two inmates died in Jack­ 
son’s abortive bid for freedom.

Claremont's updated zoning 
ordinance puts three in bind 


Business news in the valley 


Despite pleas from three 
property owners that their 
land had been reassessed 
71 per cent or higher, the 
Claremont City Council 
has refused to allow them 
to retain multiple-family 
2.000-square-foot zoning on 
their land. 
With the updating of the 
Historical Claremont ordi­ 
nance, the council Tues­ 
day night rezoned all 
property in the area to RM- 
4.000. 
That means that the lots 
of W illiam R. Webb, 
George and M argaret 
Gibbs, and Oliver Batchel- 
ler can be developed at 
only half the density they 
have been zoned at for 28 
vears. 
The boundaries of the 
Historical Claremont Dis­ 
trict are the properties 
south of the Foothill Boule­ 
vard frontage, then south 
on College Avenue, west on 
Seventh Street, south on 
Harvard Avenue, west on 
Harrison Avenue, north on 
Berkeley Avenue, east on 
Eighth Street, and north on 
Indian Hill Boulevard to 
Foothill. 
“We are asking for no fa­ 
vors. nor have we been 
granted any,” Gibbs told 
the council. “ All we have 
asked is to be left alone 
with our rights of RM 2,000 
(the old R3) zoning which 
we have had the past 28 
years.” 
Gibbs complained that 
his 7l-year-old house has 
been reassessed 185 per 
cent, and the property 
over-all 71 per cent. 
Mayor Bertye Smith told 
Gibbs that rights do not be­ 
come vested unless used.

The Ontario-Montclair school 
board Thursday night adopted a 
publication budget of $19,561,159 for 
the 1976-77 school year, projecting a 
tax increase of five cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation. This will bring the 
district tax rate to $2.93. 
The proposed budget presented to 
the board originally called for a tax 
increase of 33 cents, but after leng­ 
thy discussion the trustees voted to 
dip into the general reserve fund of 
$1 723.000 to meet the budget dem­ 


ands rather than accept the 33-cent 
increase 
Deputy Supt. George Duerr, in 
presenting the budget, pointed out 
that the District income is esti­ 
mated to be higher and the expense 
lower than noted in the tentative bud­ 
get adopted last month. Senate Bill 
1641 will increase income by some 
$580,000; assessed valuation of the 
district has increased 8.57 per cent, 
instead of the previously estimated 
6.95 per cent and estimated expendi­ 


tures for 1975-76 are down by 
$228,035. Expenses in the 1976-77 
budget show a $42,490 increase. 
As is his custom, board member 
Sam Di Giovanni was the watchdog 
on the expenditures. 
“ I think we should question this 33- 
cent tax increase,” he said. ‘‘We still 
have enough money in the reserves 
fund to get by another year without 
increasing taxes. I'd like to try a 
budget with a no-tax raise 
Supt. Jack Jones warned the 


trustees that the budget as presented 
made no allowance for salary in­ 
crease for teachers and other 
employes 
The California School Employes 
A sso ciatio n 
(fo r 
c la ss ifie d 
employes) and the Ontario-Mont­ 
clair Teachers Association have 
presented proposals to the board that 
total more than $7 million. The only 
increase included in the publication 
budget is the annual 2 29 per cent 
increment. 


“Within the budget there is no 
room for salary increases,” Jones 
said “Taking funds from the res­ 
erves would bring the reserves down 
to $1 million.” 
The mention of salary increases 
brough the board close to the area of 
wage negotiations, a subject for 
executive (closed) session.

Member Rose Kelber insisted that 
the district pass the five-cent tax in­ 
crease to pay for earthquake safety, 
an item which the District is obliga­ 
ted to pay each year. She moved the 
adoption of the publication budget 
slashed by $576,556, the amount the 
33-cent increase would have gen 
erated The measure was approved, 
4-1. with Di Giovanni voting no.

Departing city 
manager projects 
Chino's future 


Chino officials will not allow “ anything dire to happen 
as a result of the city’s burgeoning growth, says City 
Manager Herman R “ Bob Fast. 
Fast, who is leaving his job today after four years to ac­ 
cept the city manager’s position in West Covina, was 
cautious in an interview before his departure about 
predicting Chino’s future. 
He indicated the citv will somehow be able to provide 
enough services to handle an increasing population 
“ Anything dire could happen if you let it happen, but I 
don’t see how that would occur here 
City and county officials have been working to coor­ 
dinate proper planning in the area, ami the growth hasn t 
reached a critical point yet, declared Fast. 
Financial problems have kept the city from providing 
certain services to residents, but they are being worked 
on, he noted “ We really haven’t gotten flood control off 
the ground here, and our regional approach to water anti 
sewage is still in the infancy stage .” 
Overall. Fast is pleased with his four years in Chino He 
is leaving for “ personal and professional 
reasons. 
A former assistant city manager in West Covina, Fast 
lived there for 18 years West Covina is a larger city than 
Chino and may provide some new challenges, he in­ 
dicated 
„ 
His salary at West Covina will be $36.000 a year, plus 
wages for prior service there. He will also receive mov­ 
ing expenses and a city car. Fast would be making $37,500 
if he staved in Chino. 
He will be missed by Chino Mayor Bob McLeod and the 
City Council. They praise him for his work in obtaining a 
new Civic Center 
Fast said the Civic Center was “ good and fine but he 
was also proud of other accomplishments 
“ We mobilized capital improvements, such as in our 
water system And the council supported the concept ot a 
professional management team 
Looking again to the future. Fast said Chino has a good 
opportunity 
to balance its residential growth with lie 
dustrial and commercial development. This already has 
begun I don’t feel there will be a tax burden on the 
residential property owner ” 
Geographically, the city with its open areas, can avoid 
the “ urbanized megalopolis.” noted Fast 
He indicated the state must institute reform legislation 
for agricultural preserves and open space “ We really 
rMM^ci t hfl i 
Chino s housing boom should slow down in the next 18 
months, he predicted, due to possible legislation and a 
lack of raw land .” As for growth, the city should take 
all it can" in industrial and commercial areas 
Fast said it is “ inevitable” that agricultural land in the 
Chino area — much of it outside the city limits — will not 
remain in its present state “Traditional land planning 
has showed that agricultural land has to move and move 
and move. It can t compete economically with 
development. ”

According to Congressman Ashbrook, Amnesty 
Update, the leading pro-amnesty organization, 
recently outlined a political action plan for uncon- 
ditionai amnesty and reconstruction aid for Com­ 
munist Vietnam.

In a speech in Congress June 2, Hep. Ashbrook 
called the roll of organizations involved in the 
amnesty drive. These included the American Civil 
Liberties Union, American Friends Service Com­ 
mittee 
Episcopal Peace Fellowship, National 
Lawyers Guild, War Resisters League, American 
Deserters Committee, 
Sweden, and Toronto 
American Exile Group. 
Unquestionably, the amnesty lobby w ill try to put 
across the notion that the U.S. government should 
bo “ generous.” It should be understood, therefore, 
that the United States always has been very 
generous with authentic pacifists who base their ac­ 
tions on religious grounds. For decades, the United 
States has made provision for conscientious objec­ 
tors. But the war resisters and deserters of the 
Vietnam era weren't authentic pacifists. They 
simply opposed fighting the communist regime in 
Hanoi,

The amnesty lobby wants the next President of 
the United States to grant blanket amnesty to 
anyone who refused to serve in the armed forces 
during the Vietnam War. or who deserted. 
The United States already has been extraor­ 
dinarily generous in its clemency offer to those who 
refused to perform their m ilitary duties. It would 
be unconscionable to extend blanket amnesty to 
those who refused to fight for their country, who 
fled abroad, or who deserted from the armed ser­ 
vices. Amnesty, in other words, is an insult to every 
citizen who served his country in Vietnam 
Congressman Ashbrook rightly said that 
While 
some compromise is always a part of the legislative 
and executive decision process, some matters of 
principle should never be the subject oi any com­ 
promise, and the concept of total amnesty is one of 
those which should be categorically rejected ’ 
Nothing could be more true. The future security 
of this country depends on a citizenry aware of its 
obligation to defend the nation, and ready to do so 
A nation that does not impose such a requirement 
on its citizenry, and that does not uphold the print i- 
ple of service, is unworthy of nationhood Indeed, a 
country that doesn’t hold its citizenry to this duty is 
unlikely to last very long 
Congressman Ashbrook said in his speech that all 
‘ Americans should find out where the presidential 
and congressional candidates stand on this vital is- 
' sue. This is, indeed, an issue on which it is tremen­ 
dously important for the voters to be fully in­ 
formed.

This is not Rome 


Dear Editor 
I hope that your readers can 
tolerate at least one more comment 
regarding Bilingual/Bicultural Edu­ 
cation, because after reading the 
July 13th letter by Edla Becker, en 
titled, “ When You Are in Rome, 
1 
felt an overwhelming compulsion to 
speak. 
Before I moved to this area a short 
while ago, I worked as a Curriculum 
Consultant for the Michigan Educa­ 
tion Association’s Minority Affairs 
Division, specializing in Black Stu­ 
dies. so I am very well acquainted 
with the enormous benefits which 
can be derived from the effective 
implementation of a viable multi­ 
ethnic/multi-cultural curriculum in 
the public schools. I am also quite 
familiar with the many forms of 
resistance which often accompany 
any school district’s efforts to in­ 
stitute such equitable reforms — 
particularly in the area of bilingual 
education. 
Having had the experience of 
presenting numerous conferences 
and workshops on multi-ethnic 
curriculum development for Michi­ 
gan s educators, 1 am no longer sur­ 
prised by remarks and attitudes such 
as those expressed by Mrs. Becker 
They are merely the offspring of 
misinformation, and should be pa­ 
tiently corrected 
Mrs Becker’s interpretation of the 
"American Dream 
certainly has 
merit since it is a product of her own 
experiences, but it cannot be applied 
to all of the groups which comprise 
this country, and definitely not to 
Third World Americans, (Blacks, 
Latinos, Native Americans and 
Asian Americans) who, because of 
our high visibility, have not been 
able to be assimilated into the 


majority power structure as easily 
as the white immigrants, and have 
become easy victims of racism and 
discrimination. 
Our experiences here are also dif­ 
ferent in terms of our origins This is 
supposedly a nation of immigrants; 
however with the exception of to*' 
Asian American, Third World 
Americans did not voluntarily 
migrate to this country as did the 
white ethnic groups. It is no 
historical secret how the Native 
American and Black became U.S. 
citizens, (the former had his land 
stolen and the latter was stolen from 
his land) but there seems to be some 
confusion concerning how the 
Chicano got here 
Mrs 
Becker s 
emphatic question, “ My God. why do 
these people live in the U.S. in the 
first place*” attests to her need for 
information 
If our history textbooks were not 
generally so biased, we could clearly 
see that Chicano "roots’ lie right 
here along with those of the Native 
American, since what we now know 
as the United States southwest, was 
once the Mexican north, inhabited by 
Mexican citizens who didn t just dis­ 
appear after their defeat in the Mex­ 
ican War with the U.S. In fact, under 
the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, 
signed by Mexican and U.S. 
representatives in 1848. those Mex­ 
icans who were captured behind the 
newly established boundarv lines 
were offered full U.S. citizenship and 
guaranteed the rights to their 
culture, language, religion, property 
and other civil rights 
Unfortunately, as was the case 
with the U.S. treaties with Native 
American tribes, the terms of the 
Treaty of Guadalupe Hidaigo have 
also been sorely unfulfilled by the 


U.S. government. Consequently, in 
their demands for a bilingual/bicul- 
tural education and even “ special 
teachers and special foods in the 
cafeteria’’ for their children. 
Chicano parents are not seeking 
anything which is not already right­ 
fully theirs. Furthermore, contrary 
to Becker’s belief that “ surely you 
will not experience this being done in 
any other country,’’ bilingual and 
even multi-lingual educational pro­ 
grams have been operating in 
numerous countries for years — 
Mexico being one of them! 
As for the Spanish/English ballots, 
I can think of no reason other than 
bigotry or a misplaced sense of self- 
importance for any person being “ in­ 
sulted” by their use Bilingual bal­ 
lots serve a very necessary purpose 
and are printed according to a 
regional ethnic makeup 
Thus, it 
there is a large concentration of 
Spanish-speaking, but not of 
German-Italian-French, etc.-speak- 
ing people in a particular area, there 
is no need to include those other non- 
English languages on the ballot, as 
Mrs. Becker suggests. Of course, not 
all Chicanos or other Latinos will 
need or choose to vote in Spanish, but 
those who do, should have that right 
It may be true, Mrs. Becker, that 
when in Rome, you should do as the 
Romans do,” but this is not Rome, 
nor is this a homogeneous “ melting 
pot.” The United States is supposed 
ly a nation which prides itself on the 
diversity of its racial and cultural 
groups. To demand, then, that these 
diverse groups relinquish their 
uniqueness and conform to a single 
cultural standard is presumptuous, 
to say the least.

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NEW YORK - Jimmy Carter, 
looking ahead to the possibility that 
he may become president in Jan­ 
uary, has expressed an intense int­ 
erest in the Senate leadership strug* 


He has questioned a number of 
senators about the outcome, which is 
expected to narrow down a choice 
between Sen Hubert Humphrey. D - 
Minn , and Sen Robert Byrd, D - 
W Va 
Carter’s private questions indi­ 
cate concern that Humphrey as a 
national leader with his own follow­ 
ing, might use the leadership poet to 
push his own policies. 
The Democratic presidential 
candidate seems less concerned 
about Byrd who is a political mech 
anic more interested in running the 
Senate than in policymaking. 
Carter satisfied himself after a 20- 
nunute visit with Byrd that they 
could work together, our sources 
say, But at this writing. Carter 
hadn’t spoken to Humphrey about 
the leadership race except for a brief 
reference to it on the telephone 
When the late Lyndon Johnson ran 
the Senate, he dominated its back­ 
rooms, wheeling and dealing, suffo­ 
cating his supporters in his em 
brace, trampling down his oppo 
nents with the finesse of one of his 
prize bulls. As the Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader, he became almost as 
powerful as the President 
His successor, Sen, Mike Mans* 
field, D -Mont., is as different from 
Johnson as ginger ale is from a mar­ 
tini 
Mansfield relies on friendly 
persuasion to work his will He nev­ 
er pressures, never pushes. 
Humphrey, If he should now re 
. 
place Manslield. would be a more 
aggressive Senate leader Foi that 
matter, Byrd has also shown an inde­ 
pendent streak 
Of the 60 Democrats now in the 
Senate. Byrd told Carter that S3 had 
promised to vote tor him Byrd ad­ 
ded that he expected to line up anoth 
er half dozen by January However 
Humphrey has disputed Byrd » arith­ 
metic. claiming that most senators 
are still uncommitted. 
Meanwhile, another contender for 
the Senate leadership Sen Ed Mas 
kie, D-Me , offered privately to 


withdraw from the race in Humph­ 
rey s favor. Then Humphrey ap­ 
proached Sen. Ernest Hollings, D * 
S C.* another contender, about with­ 
drawing Humphrey mentioned that 
Muskie had offered to pull out 
This got hack to Muskie, who felt 
Humphrey had violated his confi­ 
dence 
Our sources aay Muskie s 
nose was out of joint. We checked 
with Humphrey, who acknowledged 
that Muskie’s nose “ was bent 
slightly” over the incident. We

CARTER AND KISSINGER 
If 
the presidential election came down 
to a choice between Jimmy Carter 
and Ronald Reagan, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger would pick the 
peanut fanner. 
Sources close to Kissinger say he 
would stay out of the campaign if 
Reagan were nominated and would 
not speak out against the Republi­ 
can candidate Those who have heard 
Kissinger discuss tlu» candidates 
privately, however, say he is the 
least enthusiastic about Reagan. 
On the campaign trail, Carter has 
denounced Kissinger’s secretive 
style and his “ om-man policy of 
international adventure, 
calling 
him the * Lone Ranger ” But Car­ 
ter s foreign policy pronouncements 
don t really differ much from what 
Kissinger has been saying 
Carter appears to be more friend­ 
ly toward the underdeveloped na­ 
tions and more interested in Latin 
American affairs But on most other 
basic issues. Carter and Kissinger 
seem to share similar opinions 
In speeches around the country and 
in leaks to selected newsmen; mean­ 
while, Kissinger has been hammer­ 
ing home his foreign policy views 
“ He’s trying to engrave on stone 
Everything he has ever done, 
one 
State Department source confided 
"No matter who the next president 
is, Kissinger wants him locked on the 
present course ” 
The Secretary of Stale began mak 
tng regular monthly foreign policy 
speeches across the country in 1074. 
We could find no evidence that he has 
Stepped up the schedule in recent 
months. 
Carter’s foreign policy stands have 


been produced, under his direction, 
by an elite group of advisers drawn 
from an Eastern establishment of 
lawyers and academics. 
The 30-man task force is now writ­ 
ing some 40 "position papers 
on 
every issue from African policy to 
the world food crisis. Its members 
include such foreign policy stal­ 
warts as former Deputy Detense 
Secretary Cyrus Vance, former State 
Undersecretary George Ball, for­ 
mer Deputy Assistant State Secre­ 
tary Richard Gardner and Columbia 
University professor Zbigniew Brz- 
ezinaki 
The professor heads the team In 
the past, he has been more militant 
than the advisers under him who for 
the most part, are noted for their 
moderate views 
Kissinger and Brzezinaki. both for­ 
eign-born. both renowned in the aca­ 
demic world, have been rivals But 
except for personalities, Kissinger 
and Carter appear to he of a like 
mind. 
This was admitted by one oi Car­ 
ter’s top advisers “ There are some 
differences in style and emphasis, 
be told us, “ but they do jihare a num 
ber of common views 
Footnote: Kissinger has told 
friends that if he were to guess he 
would expect Carter to choose \ am* 
as his Secretary of State. But the 
Democrat who is best qualified, 
Kissinger said, is ex-Sen.

But it sure shows you the 
kind of people who have moved into certain 
echelons of state government. The California State 
Board of Education conducted a survey of seventh 
graders - then berated the youngsters for not 
knowing better 
But the youngsters proved smarter than in* 
educators who were asking the questions (Califor­ 
nia State Board of Education sample-surveyed 
12.656 seventh graders. One of the multiple-choice 
questions on the survey was: 
“ Is the U nited States a rep resen tative 
democracy, a parliamentary democracy, a direct 
democracy or a dictatorship0 
Now the board 
published, with a proclamation of chagrin, the 
results of the survey 
The state educators say they are distressed to 
learn that “ only 43 percent answered correctly that 
our country is a representative democracy 
Twenty-eight percent has said a 
parliamentary 
democracy. 
Sixteen percent had said a “ direct 
democracy,” and nine percent had said a 
dic­ 
tatorship.”

But California State Schools Superintendent 
Wilson Riles expressed official embarrassment 
that only 43 per cent had “ answered correctly’ that 
“ ours is a representative democracy. 
Superintendent Riles and his board w ill be further 
distressed to learn that the 43 percent were wrong 
- and the California State Board of Education is 
wrong 
Ours is not a “ representative democracy , nevei 
was. Ours is a “ representative republic.” You’ll not 
find the word “ democracy 
in any of our nation s 
cornerstone documents; not once. Nor is it included 
in any of our several states' constitutions. 
Ours is a “ representative republic ’’ “ 
. • and to 
the Republic for which it stands , . 
What’s happened is that the California State 
Board of Education allowed its survey to be 
prepared by some people who grew up believing 
anything F.D .R. said. 
And it was he, with the willing compliance of his 
partisan compatriots, who adopted the designation 
“ democracy 
hoping that it would thereafter he 
equated with the “ Democratic“ party.^ 
It was a political embarrassment to F D R to be 
reminded that our nation is a “ republic.” This 
tended to endow the Republican Party with a prior 
claim which F.D .R. envied. 
There are several versions of how he set about to 
redesignate our country. One version credits Jim 
Farley with suggesting it but, whoever had the idea 
first, it was President Roosevelt who carefully in­

The dictionary continues to identify

You hadn't enclosed a copy of your canceled 
check. At our request you sent it promptly. We 
wrote to Village Square, enclosing your letter and 
canceled check. You received your long awaited 
planter pole, equally promptly.

I had my house mortgaged with the Lincoln Sav­ 
ings and Loan Association in Los Angeles from 1966 
through February 1975. 
Lincoln transferred the account to the Majestic 
Savings and Loan Association in Denver. 
Majestic increased my house payment from $129 
to $148 effective in March 1975. It was explained 
that I had to pay another escrow on this transac­ 
tion. Also, no life insurance is included. 
When I had mv mortgage with Lincoln Savings 
and Loan the $129 included hazard insurance and 
life insurance in case of death. 
Could you help me to clarify this transaction. 
E. A., Montclair. 


Clarence M. Hughes, assistant vice president of 
Majestic, replied to your questions and ours with a 
different set of facts. 
He said that Majestic solicited your business as a 
convenience, not a requirement, and that it you 
wish to continue coverage with your former in­ 
surance company, you must make your payment 
directly to that company. 
In checking the history of your mortgage with 
both Lincoln and Majestic, he said. Majestic 
couldn’t find any monthly payment to your account 
for $129 in two years.” 
“ Perhaps Mr.A- made this payment some time in 
the past,’ he stated, “but at the time the loan was 
transferred in January 1975, his monthly payments 
were $144.35” 
As to your reference regarding escrow, he said 
Majestic is required by the deed of trust on 
property to escrow one-twelfth ot the taxes, in­ 
surance and FHA insurance per month and 
therefore analyzes each account every year to con 
sider any increases or decreases in these escrowed 
items. Your account was analyzed in 1975 and 1976 
You were notified at the time the loan was 
transferred, he said, that Majestic is not equipped 
to disburse life insurance premiums to the various 
number of life insurance companies across the 
country.

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Body's energy may 
power pacemaker

Conventional 
cardiac 
pacemakers, which depend 
on batteries for their 
energy, someday may be 
replaced by a permanent 
model, powered by the 
body s own energy. 


Scientists at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri-Columbia 
and 
M a s s a c h u se tts 
General Hospital say the 
new system, if perfected, 
would eliminate the need 
for repeated and often 
costly surgery to replace 
the standard artificial bat­ 
teries 
The new device is ex­ 
pected to cost no more 
than a conventional 
pacemaker, about $1,500 
and would weigh about half 
as much. 
Allen Hahn, a biomedical 
engineer at Missouri, says 
although the model 
probably won't be ready 
for 
human 
e x p e ri­ 
mentation for another 
five years, animal tests 
have proven successful. 
“ I would say probably 
another set of long-term 
animal experiments is 
needed before human 
transplantation can be con­ 
sidered. ’ Hahn said in a 
recent interview. 


About 300,000 persons in 
the world are being kept 
a liv e 
by 
a r t i f i c i a l 
pacemakers attached to 
the walls of their hearts, 
statistics show. The vast 
m ajority of those using 
pacemakers require ad­ 
ditional surgery to replace 
the worn out batteries. 
The new device, called a 
hybrid biogalvanic cell, 
would eliminate the need 
fo r the second and 
sometimes third operation 
for battery replacement, 
Hahn said. 
The principle behind the 
new pacemaker turns the 
body into a human battery. 
Two electrodes, one zinc 
and the other platinum, 
create a chem ical re­ 
action within the body. 
The platinum reacts with 
the 
b o d y ’s 
n a tu ra l 
chemicals, which in turn 
causes oxygen to move 
from one electrode to the 
other. That movement 
creates electrical current 
Everyone has a natural 
pacemaker, an area of tis­ 
sue in the upper right por­ 
tion of the heart When it 
fails to send impulses at 
consistent intervals and at 
sufficiently powerful lev­ 
els, an artificial pace­ 
maker is needed. 
The current created bv 


the chemical reaction in 
the new device imitates 
nature s pacemaker and 
sends new, regular im ­ 
pulses to the heart through 
tiny wires, 
New developments in 
longerlasting batteries and 
the advent of nuclear 
pacemakers have taken 
some of the edge off the 
biogalvanic cell, Hahn 
said 
H o w e v e r, 
the 
nuclear-driven 
pace­ 
makers have the draw­ 
back of being expensive; 
they can cost up to $20,000 


Hahn believes the cost of 
his device and its weight, 
two ounces compared to

STANFORD, Calif (AP) 
— New treatments hold 
hope of relief for six 
million Americans suffer­ 
ing the itchy and scaly 
p soriasis, 
a 
leading 
researcher says. 
The treatments can br­ 
ing relief for even the most 
seriously afflicted, said 
Dr. Eugene M. Farber, an 
psoriasis authority and 
head of the Second Inter­ 
national Symposium on 
Psoriasis held this week at 
Stanford University. 
But the relief is tem­ 
porary and the new innova­ 
tions in treatment must be 
continued — they are not 
cures, he said. 
The treatments outlined 
by Farber range from an­ 
cient Egyptian medica­ 
tions to a trip to Israel for 
daily swims in the Dead 
Sea. 
Thousands of psoriasis 
sufferers have the disease 
so extensively they must 


be hospitalized as the thick 
plates of dry skin spread 
over up to 90 per cent of 
their bodies. Farber said. 


Psoriasis most common­ 
ly begins between the ages 
of 15 and 25, although it can 
begin at any time. The first 
signs are itching or scaling 
at elbows or scalp, but it 
can rapidly spread and 
become 
d isfig u rin g , 
Farber said. 


Most promising is the 
PUVA treatment, which 
combines long-wave ul­ 
traviolet light and a drug 
called 8-methoxypsoralen, 
a medication used by the 
ancient Egyptians, he said 
“ Studies have shown that 
by using the treatment 
twice a week for 10 
minutes for 15 to 20 treat­ 
ments, 90 per cent of the 
patients clear up without 
the use of ointments,” 
Farber said. 
“ Maintenance treat- 


ments are needed once a 
week or once every two 
weeks. About half the 
patients studied were con­ 
trolled with just the 
minimum.” 
Another promising treat­ 
ment, Farber said, in­ 
volves sw im m ing in 
Israel's Dead Sea and sun­ 
bathing for long periods. 
“ The water is 38 per cent 
salt, and at 300 meters 
below sea level there is a 
lot of long-wave ultraviolet 
light while most of the 
burning rays are filtered 
out,” Farber said. 
“ After three or four 
weeks the patients are 
remarkably improved, 
although about half relapse 
in three to four months 
But for some European 
governments who are pay­ 
ing the cost of the patient’s 
stay, (sending the patient 
to Israel) it is cheaper than 
hospitalizing the in ­ 
dividual.” 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
A $5.6 billion, six-vear 
highway program placing 
m ore 
e m p h asis 
on 
maintenance, safety and 
congestion-cutting has 
been proposed by the state 
transportation department 
director. 
The plan u n ve ile d 
Wednesday by department 
director Adriana Gian- 
turco marked another step 
by the state away from the 
era of massive highway 
construction of the 1950s 
and 60s 


A department spokes­ 
man said the proposal calls 
for construction of only 
about 100 miles of new 
roadway by the state dur­ 
ing the fiscal years be­ 
tween 1977 and 1983, most 
of it in one Southern Calif­ 
ornia project. 


That compares with 700 
miles built between 1971 
and the current fiscal year. 
Department 
officials 
planned to present the plan 


today to the State Highway 
Commission, which must 
approve the proposal 
before it can take effect. 
Mrs. Gianturco called 
the program “ realistic and 
workable” and said it 
followed four priorities she 
had established for an era 
of limited highway funds 
and changing tra n s ­ 
portation needs 
Those priorities call for 
maintaining 
existing 
roadways, developing 
projects designed to limit 
congestion and closing 
gaps in the system first 
and then building new 
»•oadways. 
Department spokesman 
Jeff Rupp said the dollar 
total in the plan is about 
equa* to what was spent 
during similar periods in 
the heyday of highway 
building 
But when an inflation is 
considered, “ it’s a smaller 
program,” he added. “ It 
buys much less ' 
There is “ very little 


new highway construction, 
he said. “ The longest 
stretch I can think of is 
Interstate 15 in Southern 
California, which is 77 
miles. The rest of It is 
small stuff ” 
The bulk of the $5.6 
billion — 57 per cent — 
would go for maintenance, 
rehabilitation and new con­ 
struction under the plan. 
Sixteen per cent will be 
used to “ make the system 
more safe and efficient,’ 
department officials said 
And another 16 per cent 
will go to local govern­ 
ments for regional con­ 
struction projects 
The remainder is ear­ 
marked for mass transit 
and administrative costs 
Major new projects in 
the proposal include 
— Construction of 1-15 
between Corona and 
Escondido. 
— Closing the gaps on 
two other Southern Califor­ 
nia freeways, the Artesia 
and Simi. 


— Converting 13 miles of 
two-lane road in Humboldt 
and Mendocino counties to 
expressway and freeway. 
Rupp said that another 
major project, the comple­ 
tion of Interstate 5 between 
Sacramento and Stockton, 
has already been budgeted 
by the department. 
Rupp said the depart­ 
ment is looking at several 
possible ways that it feels 
congestion and air pollu­ 
tion can be cut on urban 
highways by encouraging 
motorists to use buses or 
car pools 
The first is construction 
of additional freeway bus 
lanes like the one now in 
use on the San Bernardino 
Freeway in Los Angeles. 
The second is the con­ 
troversial diamond lanes 
used on the Santa Monica 
Freeway. 


Third is the type of dia­ 
mond lane program plan­ 
ned for Los Angeles San 
Diego Freeway and the 


fourth Is a freeway on- 
ramp stop light system 
that would give preferen­ 
tial treatm ent for car 
pools. 
Critics contend that the 
Santa Monica diamond 
lane program, which limits 
traffic on the freeway’s 
left lanes to buses and car 
pools during rush hours, 
has increased congestion 


The San Diego Freeway 
diamond lane will be a new 
lane carved out of the 
freeway center section 


Rupp said the depart­ 
ment is studying the 
systems now 
“ Assuming 
that all or some of them 
turn out to be Successful, 
there are plans to expand 
that.” he said 


“ I can’t tell you what 
we’ll do right now because 
we don’t know what the 
results of the tests will 
be

We do not want blacks 
on welfare,” said Obadele. 
The RNA is headquartered in Jackson. Miss It was at 
the headquarters in August 1971 that F B I agents arrested 
Obadele and other RNA members after a gunfight which 
left one police lieutenant dead and other law enforcement 
officers injured 
Obadele is currently free on $25,000 bail pending appeal 
of his 12-year sentence in connection with the incident 
But even if his appeal is turned down by the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, said Obadele, he would argue that the high 
court has no jurisdiction to convict him, since he is the 
head of a soon-to-be-sovereign nation. 
The RNA chief said that blacks “ have been 
brainwashed into thinking we re Americans 
He said he hopes to change that on Sept 25. when the 
RNA will hold “ municipal elections’’ in Mississippi to 
select a shadow government which will one day be the 
legal government in that area.

Deaths of 50 wild horses laid to stress, lack of water 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) 
— Stress and subsequent 
shock, brought on by un­ 
known factors and involv­ 
ing lack of water for an ex­ 
tended period, killed the 50 
wild horses found dead ear­ 
lier this month at Dugway 
Proving Ground, govern­ 
ment investigators say. 


They said they did not 
know what caused the 
stress and why the horses 
did not drink water when 
there was adequate sup­ 
ply. Some human activity, 
record heat and drought or 
a combination of factors 
may have put the animals 
under stress and caused 


them to stay away from 
their normal water 
sources, the investigators 
said. 
They said their in­ 
vestigation is continuing. 
Robert C. McCandless. a 
Washington, D C., attorney 
who attended the news con- 
fe r e n c e held by in- 


vestigators recently, said 
that unless more complete 
answers are forthcoming 
the American Horse 
Protection Association, 
which he represents, will 
seek them in court 
‘They’ve got to stop 
allowing this type of thing 
to happen, or they’ve got to 


explain it better than this, 
he fold reporters. 
The government said the 
first dead horses were dis­ 
covered July 4 during a 
routine overflight of the 
Western Utah military 
proving ground, known in 
the past for the testing of 
chemical warfare agents. 


The Army has a ck ­ 
nowledged that nerve 
gas tests at Dugway killed 
4,500 privately owned 
sheep in nearby Skull 
Valiev in 1968 
But the investigators 
emphasized at the news 
conference ’ that tests 
showed no chem ical 


poisoning in the horses and 
that there has been no open 
air chemical testing at 
Dugway since 1969. And 
they insisted there was no 
chance other military ac­ 
tivity such as artillery 
maneuvers by the Wyom­ 
ing National Guard last 
month played a role

minutes, don’t miss “The 
Robber 
B ridegroom ,” 
which opened Thursday 
night at the Forum of the 
Los Angeles Music Center. 
“ The Robber B ride­ 
groom” is a bawdy, bois­ 
terous comedy adapted 
from a novella of Eudora 
Welty, who in turn drew on 
Grimms’ fairy tales and 
the history of the lower 
Mississippi during the ear­ 
ly I800’s. The pungent book 
and lyrics are by Alfred 
Uhry, the hoe-down music 
and river ballads by Ro­ 
bert Waldman — now ro­ 
bust and rollicking, now 
bittersweet and introspec­ 
tive. 
Rhonda Coullet is Rosa­ 
mund. the nymphet ena­ 
mored of the gentleman 
brigand, and she offers a 
persuasive portrayal of a 
loving daughter with only 
one thing on her mind, a 
wistful maid with the same 
thing on her mind and a 
frantically funny come­ 
dienne — with one thing on 
her mind. She is a pure de­ 
light. When the myster­ 
ious “forest bandit” takes 
her dress, petticoat, knick­ 
ers and the rest of her 
clothes, she says plain­ 
tively, “ Arenf you going to 
take anything else7” (He 


Vinovich as Rosamuno’s 
father and Barbara Lang 
as the Wicked Stepmoth­ 
er. They are comics of the 
first water, tight-roping 
the frail line between high 
comedy and caricature and 
never tripping. Miss Lang 
is especially notable for 
her malignant buffoonery 
— at one point she offers 
her wayward stepdaught­ 
er a shiny red apple. 
Stealing most of the 
kudos for comedy is round- 
faced Trip Plymale as 
Goat, a simpleton. This 
young man is a superb 
comedian from pratfalls to 
witty subtlety, riotous and 
ingratiating.

Street.” and “ The Pal- 
lisers” are just some of the 
shows making big profits 
for Britain on the small 
screen abroad. 
“ For once we’re doing 
all right,” said Denis 
Scuse. head of program 
sales at Yorkshire-Tyne 
Tees Television, one of the 
“big five” independent TV 
companies that together 
with the publicly-financed 
British Broadcasting Corp. 
(BBC) are grossing an es­ 
timated 32 million pounds 
($59 million) a year in 
sales around the world. 
The British say they 
won’t be satisfied until 
they surpass the $100 
million in sales chalked up 
by U.S. TV makers annual­ 
ly 
The big British push 
bega n in 1969 when 
America’s 250-station PBS 
network showed the BBC’s 
gripping serial "The For­ 
syte Saga ” 
Since then Americans, 
Europeans, Australians, 
New 
Z e a l a n d e r s , 
Japanese, South Africans 
and Canadians have been 
entertained and informed 
by British programs such 
as A la s ta ir Cooke s 
“ A m e r ic a ,” 
Kenneth 
Clark's “Civilization,” and 
Keith Mitchell in “The Six 
Wives of Henry VIII 
“The Forsyte Saga” has 
now been sold by the BBC 
to 90 countries, and BBC 


documentaries and dramas 
are a big hit with Russian 
viewers, one of the newest 
markets to open to the 
British TV invasion. 
Sweden’s most popular 
program is Granada TV's 
"Family at War,” shown 
this year for the third time 
in that country. 
The five big commercial 
TV companies in Britain 
are Yorkshire, Granada, 
Thames, London Weekend 
and Sir Lew Grade's ATV 
(Associated Television). 
ATV surpasses the others, 
including the BBC, in 
sales. 
ATV hopes to earn 20 
m illio n pounds ($37 
million) in overseas sales 
this year alone. 
‘ Americans can beat us 
at making glossy action 
features such as Kojak, 
Hawaii Five-0,’ and Iron­ 
side,’ but they can’t match 
us at anything else,” Sir 
Lew said in an interview 
The most adventurous in 
roads into the overseas 
market, however, come 
from Thames Television, 
which has announced that 
it is taking over WOR-TV 
in New York for a week in 
September. 
The plan is to show New 
Yorkers what a typical 
night’s viewing is like 
here, complete with com­ 
mercials for British-made 
products available in the 
States. Viewers will see 
shows like “Sweeney," a 
tough police drama, and 
the recently introduced 
“ Rock Follies,” about a 
trio of girl singers, written 
by a 33-year-old expatriate 
New Yorker, Howard 
Schumann 
The BBC grossed over 5 
million pounds ($9 25 
million) in sales last year, 
selling about 9,000 hours of 
programs abroad 
Shaun 
Sutton, a BBC executive, 
explained the success this 
way: “ At the BBC we can 
experiment with drama, 
and we even fail oc­ 
c a s i o n a l l y . We also 


produce some dramas 
which we know won’t ap­ 
peal to big audience The 
Americans could never do 
that. Everything is geared 
to profits " 
As a means of getting 
profitable distribution 
rights to new series, U.S. 
film and TV companies 
have invested 1.5 million 
pounds ($2.5 million) in co­ 
productions with the BBC. 
These include a 10-part 
serialization of Tolstoy’s 
“ Anna Karenina,” and 
dramatizations of “Lorna 
Doone” and the Dickens 
novel “Nicholas Nickleby." 
Granada TV has signed a 
coproduction deal with 
NBC for a series of plays 
under the banner “Salute 
to A m e r i c a , ” to be 
produced by Sir Laurence 
Olivier. 
There’s a final spin-off 
for British TV; shows not 
bought outright are being 
adapted The Americans, 
for instance, bought rights 
to Britain's “Till Death Us 
Do Part” and turned it into 
the big hit “ All in the 
Family ” “ Steptoe and 
Son" became "Sanford and 
Son,” and most recently, 
the prison comedy series 
“ Porridge" was screened 
in the states as “On the 
Rocks.”

NEW Y O R K , N .Y . 
(NEA) — A farcical put- 
down of Buffalo Bill is now 
playing at movie theaters. 
Its historical merit or even 
its cinematic quality is not 
for me to argue. 
But the roles of two very 
talented artists, actor Paul 
Newman and director Rob­ 
ert Altman, in the crea­ 
tion of “ Buffalo Bill and 
the Indians or Sitting Bull’s 
History Lesson” is worth 
study, particularly since 
both went on record re­ 
cently in a joint discussion 
of the project and their in­ 
put to it. 
William Frederick Cody, 
called Buffalo Bill, lived 
from 1846 to 1917, the 
period of the major settl­ 
ing of the West. He was in 
the words of the encyclo­ 
pedia, “ part authentic 
frontier hero and part the 
creation of myth-making 
publicists. Buffalo Bill 
Cody came to symbolize 
the American West for mil­ 
lions of people around the 
world.” 
And so it is startling to 
see this new iconoclastic 
portrait of the man — ego­ 
centric, drinker, lecher 
and part fraud. 
“ Well,” said Newman, 
when asked to define the 
character of Buffalo Bill, 
“he’s a combination of 
General Custer, Gable, 
Redford and me. In that or­ 
der.” 
He grew a shade more 
serious. 
“ My interpretation is 
that he was symbolically 
the FIRST STAR. He was 
like one of those people in 
motion pictures who simp­ 
ly cannot live up to their 
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PAUL NEWMAN 
legends. Their legends are 
created for them. They are 
sim ply human beings 
Flawed.” 
Newman is a very well 
preserved quinquagenari­ 
an, and on this occasion, 
when the film was pre­ 
sented in rough form for 
136 junketing journalists, 
he had flown in from loca­ 
tion at 3 o’clock in the 
morning and still looked 
marvellously fresh, his 
blue eyes clear. 
The actor was asked to 
probe deeper into the char­ 
acterization on film, how 
Buffalo Bill the superstar 
related to Paul Newman 
the superstar. 
He shrugged. 
“Just go out and read 
any movie magazine. Read 
the quotes in them They 
simply don't exist. The 
interviews that were sup­ 
posed to be given and never 
were given. The conflicts, 
the joys. You read things 
about people that really 
aren’t true 
“It’s a humbling expert- 
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ence. There is no way that 
what those people see on 
celluloid has anjkhing to do 
with me. That was the 
aspect I tried to bring to 
the film. They can say any­ 
thing they want and he can 
m ake w hatever s ta te ­ 
ments he wants to make 
about what he is, but he is 
finally a human being and 
that’s all he is.” 
Altman, the director who 
is queasy about this film 
because he thinks it’ll be 
juxtaposed with his last 
ballyhooed effort, “Nash­ 
ville," provided an over­ 
view: 
“ We were making com­ 
parisons to show business 
as it is today. That was the 
beginning of show busi­ 
ness. Buffalo Bill had the 
producer, the publicist, the 
hanger-ons, the stars, the 
semi-star, the extras. 
“We read 15 autobiogra­ 
phies that were totally 
contradictory. The point 
that interested me most 
about this project when we 
started digging into it, and 
we researched it very thor­ 
oughly, is that by the time 
a culture is willing to look 
at its past and try to find 
out the truths of its origin, 
the tracks have been so 
covered up it’s impossible 
to find them. I don’t think 
anybody can dig up the his­ 
torical behavior of those 
people. You can only find 
out about the behavior that 
was written about them. 
And that is always false be­ 
havior.” 
“ Look,” nodded New­ 
man sagely, "what Shake­ 
speare did to Richard III. 
The Altman version of 
Buffalo Bill is loosely his­ 
toric. 
There was no company 
encampment, which was 
the central locale for Buf­ 
falo Bill’s Wild West Show 
in the film. President 
Grover Cleveland did not 
visit the show. But Sitting 


Bull, the Sioux chief who 
led the massacre of Lt. 
Col. George Custer and his 
troops at Little Bighorn, 
was brought in to hype up 
the show. 
“Sitting Bull was always 
seeking an audience with 
the president,” said Alt­ 
man. "That was true.” 
And he defended the ar­ 
tistic honesty of his por­ 
trait of Buffalo Bill. 
“I don’t take any joy In 
shooting holes into he­ 
roes,” he said, “but I try to 
reflect qiy view of what I 
see And that’s the way 
Buffalo Bill looks to me 
“ There was a point 
where Sitting Bull got 
arrested again after he 
went back to Standing 
Rock (the Indian agency in 
South Dakota). People 
went to Cody and asked 
him to try and save him, 
and Cody went. He just 
didn’t make it. He got 
drunk in St. Louis or some 
place along the way, and 
Sitting Bull was shot.” 
That became the basis 
for a tormented soliloquy 
by Buffalo Bill toward the 
end of the movie, probably 
its heaviest moment. With 
a project that was budg­ 
eted at over $6 million, Alt­ 
man was impelled to lay a 
broad pastiche of humor on 
the narrative. 
“Film is a very precari­ 
ous art entertainment.” he 
explained, “because it’s so 
expensive. I couldn t do 
Buffalo Bill with the 
humor out of it. It would 
bore me to death.” 
And so there was Buffalo 
Bill shooting wildly at the 
pet canary of his latest 
divainamorata (in real life 
he had a passion for Itali­ 
an actresses!. 
“To me,” said Newman, 
“ the picture is like a can­ 
vas. And there are a lot of 
different colors in it. Some 
people may choose to 
linger on the blues. Some

on the tans or reds. You 
may want to linger on the 
browns.” 
“ I think our strongest 
audience for this film will 
be young people,” said Alt­ 
man. 
“ And the w restlin g 
crow d,” retorted New 
man. 


“It’s my first PG,” said 
the director. 
"One of the worst things 
that can ever be said of a 
movie,” noted the star, “is 
that you walk out and turn 
to whomever you went to 
the movie with and say. 
‘Was that baby sitter sup- * 
posed to go home at 10:30| 
or was she supposed to go j 
home at a quarter to 11?’ * 
“That’s not going to hap- j 
pen with this film.” 
Even Buffalo Bill would ;

Baker, Dodgers on upswing 
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Coaches parade 
for Lakers owner 


The Lakers coaching situation cer­ 
tainly has taken an interesting turn 
this week. 
First, the club announced that Bill 
Sharman had agreed to a multi year 
contract as an executive with no 
mention of coaching. The agreement 
was reached as Sharman’s five-year 
pact as coach was within an hour of 
expiring. 
Thursday it became known that 
Jerry Tarkanian had spent three 
hours at the Forum. There were also 
reports the Lakers were talking with 
Louisville coach Denny Crum. 
The Lakers declined comment. 
Crum, form er UCLA assistant under 
John Wooden, is “ vacationing in 
California” according to his office at 
the University of Louisville. 
In Las Vegas, Tarkanian con­ 
firmed that he had not only met with 
Lakers' owner Jack Kent Cooke, but 
had discussed the Laker coaching 
job. 
“ I have met with the Lakers, but 
there has been no contract offered 
and that is the status of the situation 
at this tim e,” Tarkanian said. 
The UNLV coach added that he had 
agreed with the Lakers to make no 
comment. 
However, according to a reliable 
source, Tarkanian intimated he had 
been offered a three-year contract 
but wants a five-year pact. It also is 
rumored that Tarkanian would have 
to take a CUT in salary to take the 
Lakers job 
A telephone call to the Lakers 
publicity dept, brought this state­ 
ment issued by JKC himself. 
“ I’ve met with a number of can­ 
didates in the past few weeks and I 
will continue to do so Bill Sharman 
remains very near the top of the list 
of coaching candidates.' 
JKC has been busy 


According to sources a t the 
Forum, Cooke not only has talked 
with college coaches and Bill 
Sharman, twit has talked to coaches 
“ with pro experience, some of whose 
names would prove a great sur­ 
prise." 
Thus Cooke’s carnival continues 
with the ringm aster himself enjoy­ 
ing it tremendously. 
Tarkanian recently signed a three- 
year contract with the Las Vegas 
school. However, the NCAA, which 
slapped a penalty on Tark s last 
school, Long Beach State, has also 
been investigating UNLV. 
Tarkanian reportedly said it ruined 
his recruiting even though no 
charges have, as yet. been leveled 
Off their college records, both 
T arkanian and Crum are well 
qualified 
Crum’s team s posted a 
118-30 record the last five years In 
that same span, Tarkanian's record 
* is 195-33. 
Jerry West’s name also keeps pop 
ping up West and Cooke reportedly 
are close to patching up their dif- 
ferences 
W est sued Cooke ior 
allegedly breaking his contract after

It had been a long 298 at-bats 
between home runs for Baker, who 
hit 19 last year for the Atlanta 
Braves. 
“ That’s the longest I can ever 
remember going without a home 
run,” Baker said. “ 1 tell you it felt 
super Well, at least I can say I hit 
one home run in each half of the 
season. No, that’s a joke. Don’t take 
that seriously.” 
Baker obviously feels he will add 
to his total. 


“This home run was encouraging 
because it appears like I might 
follow my pattern, 
he said, i ’ve 
always been a better hitter during 
the second half of the season 
Thanks to Baker plus Doug Rau’s 
five-hit pitching, the Dodgers cut 
another game off of Cincinnati's lead 
in the National League West in 
reducing the margin to five in what 
the Dodger publicity department 
calls “ the G reat Chase".

A pair of baby shoes more than a 
half century old rest in a display case 
with trophies, driving gloves and 
other mementoes of tWe golden age 
of Americanmotor racing 
The display, which is found in the 
Auto Racing Hall of Fame dedicated 
Thursday night at Ontario Motor 
Speedway, brought back tender 
memories to one of the honored 
guests at opening ceremonies, Peter 
De Paolo, 78, of Laguna Hills, Calif. 


The shoes belonged to De Paolo’s 
son Tommy, and they played an im­ 
portant role in the success of the 
oldest living winner of the In­ 
dianapolis 500 and the first man (in 
1925) ever to win the race at an 
average speed of 100 miles an hour 
“The first six races I drove after 1 
left Uncle Ralph,” De Paolo said, 
referring to his famed relative and 
fellow hall of fam er the late Ralph 
• De Palma, “ I crashed five times 
“ I got to thinking that I ought to do 
something about this, and somebody 
suggested I hang one of 1 onruny s 
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baby shoes on the left front spring as 
a good luck charm. The first tim e I 
raced I looked down and saw that 
shoe and said to.yself, ‘I have to 
drive well for Tommy.’ 
“ Well, 1 came in second, and a 
spoctswriter I knew kidded me about 
it and said if I had both shoes in the 
car 1 might have won the race The 
next race was the Raisin Day Clas­ 
sic at Fresno, and I hung both shoes, 
and I won the race ” 
That was De Paolo’s first national 
championship victory. 


“ Right then and there 1 made a 
vow that ifl ever won at Indianapolis 
Tommy would never have to buy 
another pair of shoes again,” De 
Paolo continued. 
Tommy De Paolo, now 52. “ still 
sends me the bill every time he buys 
a pair of shoes,” the Indianapolis 
winner insisted. 
De Paolo, now 78 and living in 
retirement at Laguna Hills, Calif , 
was the only one of 23 greats of the 
sport inducted into the Hall of Fame 
by the A m erican Auto Racing

But the decision by the United 
States to go ahead and compete 


removed a fear that the Games 
might disintegrate. 
Philip O. Krumm, of Kenosha. 
Wis., 69-year-old president of the 
U.S. Olympic Committee, who has 
been at the center of the Taiwan 
crisis all week, announced the deci­ 
sion to keep the team in the Games. 
Krumm has been the peacemaker 
between the idealistic IOC. iron- 
willed Canadian Prim e M inister 
P ierre Trudeau and the proud 
Taiwanese delegation He backed the 
IOC to the hilt in its defense of the 
Olympic charter, but tried to per 
suade the Canadian government and 
the Taiwanese to give a little.

(A P) — Day-packs 
on their backs, a band of 
hikers trooped along a 
Pocahontas County road, 
swabbing highway-stripe 
yellow paint on trees. 
They were creating part 
of the new Allegheny Trail. 
P a s sin g 
m o to ris ts 
slowed and stared as the 
group left W.Va. 11 north 
of here and plunged into 
what seemed to be dense 
woods. 
“ This w ill blow the 
natives’ minds—seeing all 
these people out walking 
and carrying paint cans,” 
said Bob Tabor of Cullo- 
den, president of the West 
Virginia Scenic Trails As­ 
sociation. 
Five years after he and 
Nick Lozano of Charleston 
stood in a freezing parking 
lot and discovered their 
mutual idea for a long trail 
through 
the beautiful 
mountains of eastern West 
V irg in ia , T abor was 
leading a party of adults 
and boy scouts in marking 
a section of the trail in the 
Monongahela N ational 
Forest. 
The long process of plan­ 
ning and bucking a com­ 
plicated, resistant state 
and federal bureaucracy is 
behind them 
Facing the 
persistent creaters of the 
Allegheny Trail now is the 
physical labor of marking 
and building the hiking 
route from Blackwater 
Falls State Park in Tucker 
County more than 200 
miles south to join with the 
famous Appalachian Trail 
in Monroe County along the 
Virginia border. 
The process consists 
mainly of connecting ex­ 
isting U.S. Forest Service 
dirt roads through three 
national forests, one state 
forest and two state parks 
and gaining permission to 
cross private land to join 
the entire trail. 
"When we started this, 
we didn't get a lot of sup­ 
port." said Tabor. "They 
(federal and state of­ 
ficia ls ) didn’t believe 
citizens could do it. They 
talked of costs of $2,000 a 
m ile." 
"The bureaucrats were 
surprised that citizens on 
their own initiative would 
get involved in a project of 
this magnitude. 
They 
thought we would go 
away," Lozano said. 
Both avid hikers who got 
hooked 20 years ago along 
the Appalachian Trail in 


the Smoky Mountains, 
Tabor and Lozano started 
talking about a West 
Virginia portion to the trail 
in 1971, following an Izaak 
Walton League meeting. 
"The concept of a trail in 


gun in his hand," said 
Lozano. 
“ We talked to a man 
whose land we wanted to 
cross,” added Tabor. "H e 
just never could quite un­ 
derstand that there were 
Outdoors 


West Virginia bugged me— 
here we had to pack up and 
go 300 m iles (to the 
Smokies) when 
West 
Virginia has the basics for 
a trail," said Lozano. 
At first, the two only 
wanted a West Virginia ac­ 
cess to the Appalachian 
Trail, which goes over 
Peters Mountain in Mon­ 
roe County but which had 
to be entered through 
Virginia 
Other people 
joined them, the idea blos­ 
somed. and the WVSTA, 
expanded in focus was 
formed in 1972 
" It ’s dedicated to the 
d e velo p m en t 
and 
maintenance of hiking 
trails in West Virginia.” 
said Lozano. "Eventually 
we want to develop a 
n etw ork 
of 
t r a ils 
throughout 
the state— 
around urban areas, 
historic tra ils, long­ 
distance hiking. 
“ W e ’ re 
using 
the 
Allegheny Trail as a show­ 
case What we learn from 
this, we’ll use to show local 
groups how they can build 
a trail in their areas.” he 
said. 
"W e hope this is just the 
beginning," said Tabor, 
who worked on the Ap­ 
palachian Trial when he 
lived in Roanoke, Va. 
"W e felt we should have 
a designated area to hike," 
he explained "This is not a 
wilderness trail like the 
Appalachian Trail. What 
they're doing is great, but 
it doesn’t seem practical to 
tie up that much forest. 
"W e felt we needed a 
trail where people could 
get out and experience 
nature without fear of 
trespassing People tend to 
crow d 
into 
p arks. 
Dispersed recreation is our 
philosophy.” 
"The concept of planned 
recreation is new in West 
V irginia. Most of the 
native population grew up 
with woods and mountains 
just there, accepted things. 
If a man went out, he had a

Physical work began on

“ If these goals can be 
met,” Gortzig said, “ then 
consumers will be assured 
of a steady supply of 
quality plants at highly at­ 
tractive prices.

Always do your 
varnishing in a room or 
workshop which no one will 
enter for the rest of the 
day Be sure the area is as 
dust-free as possible 
before you begin, which in 
some cases means using a 
vacuum 
cleaner.

dustfree. Some stores that 
sell 
finishing 
materials 
carry “ pick” sticks so that 
specks of dust can bt 
removed from a wet var­ 
nish surface while you are 
working on it. If you can t 
get one, keep a few wood 
toothpicks handy As soon 


as you spot a bit of dust, 
use the tip of a toothpick to 
pick it up. Since this must 
be done while the varnish 
is wet, the tiny mark left 
by the toothpick Up will be 
quickly filled in by the sur­ 
rounding varnish. You can 
see. therefore, that while 
varnishing you will have to 
step back in the proper 
light again and again to 
look for dust specks. 


Varnish should be ap­ 
plied in a free, flowing mo­ 
tion Stroke with the grain, 
then immediately against 
the grain. Then, without 
dipping the brush in the 
varnish, stroke again with 
the grain, this time using 
only the tips of the bristles 
and stroking lightly.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Chicago Bob thought he 
was fencing stolen goods 
with crooked employes of a 
truck repair shop. But the 
guys behind the counter at 
H & H Trucking really 
were on the up and up. 
H & H was a police sub­ 
sidiary. 
They’re calling it “Got 
Ya Again.” For the second 
tim e in four m onths, 
scores of persons have 
been arrested for alleged­ 
ly fencing stolen goods at a 
dummy business set up 
here by local police and 
FBI agents posing as street 
toughs. 


On Tuesday, authorities 
began rounding up 140 
persons on charges that 
they sold $12 million worth 
of stolen checks, credit 
cards, guns, appliances 
and cars to the undercover 
officers at the fake garage, 
which began business 
seven months ago. 
Last Feb. 28 the police 
and FBI arrested more 
than 100 suspected thieves 
who peddled their wares at 
a warehouse manned by of­ 
ficers who posed as Mafia- 
type gangsters with aliases 
like Rico Rigatone. 
A series of raids netted 
71 of the 140 persons named

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Israeli women seek equality 


By JANE SEE WHITE 
NEW YORK (AP) - 
Tamar Eshel is treading a 
fine line. One mis-step, she 
believes, could have 
cataclysmic effects mi her 
homeland. 
Mrs. Eshel is general 
secretary of the Working 
Women’s Council — the 
largest women's organiza­ 
tion in Israel. And in that 
role she is trying to assure 
equality for Israeli women 
without dividing society 
over practices that are 
ruled by Jewish, Christian 
and Moslem religious laws. 
“A people under seige, 
as we are. can ill afford a 
cultural campaign that 


would divide the people.” 
Mrs. Eshel said in an inter­ 
view here en route to a 
meeting of the Inter­ 
national Council of Women 
in Vancouver, Canada. 
Religious laws govern 
marriage and divorce 
practices in Israel and 
define personal status. For 
instance, there is still no 
such thing as a civil mar­ 
riage ceremony in the 
state. 
' “Religious law and per­ 
sonal status are not so im­ 
portant compared with 
what remains to be done,” 
Mrs. Eshel said. “But we 
can find a way to make the 
uses of these laws modern 


if we cannot change 
them.” 
Her group chooses to 
fight for changes in other 
areas, she said. 
"It is only this year, for 
example, that we have 
managed to eliminate dif­ 
ferent pay scales for men 
and for women in in­ 
dustry,” she said. “The un­ 
ions have said they will 
sign no more contracts un­ 
less the scales are equal.” 
Only 34 per cent of the 
women in Israel are 
employed, she said, and 
one reason is that a large 
proportion are untrained 
and unskilled. 
"We have found that 75
